Company-owned stations getting more gas: 
independents 


& Herald Starr Report 


Some local gasoline dealers are charg- 


ing their major oil company suppliers 
vith favoritism in gas allocations to com- 
pany-owned stations, according to a Her- 
ald survey of gasoline retailers. 


Many station owners have said they 


are facing severe cutbacks while com- 
pany stations, often coupled with "mini 
stores" or car washes, are getting a bet- 
ter shake in the distribution of available 
supplies, 


Some dealers said there is serious talk 


cf picketing company stations to show 
their displeasure. 


THE PLIGHT OF two independent op- 


erators in the Northwest suburbs in com- 
parison to company operations is, per- 
haps, representative of this situation. 
Similar situations were discovered with 
other major oil companies and their 
treatment of independents vs. new com- 
pany-owned outlets. 


William Rizzo, who owns W.K.P. Citgo, 


Des Plaines, has been in business about 
a year-and-a-half, but may be forced out 
in five weeks because he isn't selling 
enough gasoline. The reason he can't sell 
enough is obvious to him: he can't get 
enough. 


"I'm just, one of many stations that 


may not get their leases with the com- 
pany renewed. It seems they're going to 
just keep the big pumpers," Rizzo said. 


He says he is receiving about 18,000 


gallons a month. He said the company 
said he was not selling enough to make it 
worthwhile for them to supply his sta- 
tion, but it is the company itself that lim- 
its him to 18,000 gallons. 


His station has fallen into that grey 


area of "marginal operations" the com- 
panies want to phase out as being un- 
profitable 


"I guess they figure they would rather 


have one guy selling 100,000 gallons a 
month, rather than 10 stations each doing 
10,000 gallons," he said, 


"I don't pretend to know what any one 


else's allotment is, but I don't see any 
'out of gas' signs in front of their 
pumps," Rizzo said. 


COMPANY-OWNED Citgo Quick-Mart, 


in neighboring Park Ridge, is not worry- 
ing about allocations, according to man- 
ager George Abbatte. 


"We get as much gas as we pump," 


Abbatte said. 


He estimated the station, which is open 


15 hours a day, will pump 125,000 gallons 


this month. He said he gets as much 
gasoline as he needs and does not limit 
purchases by customers 


He said his operation is not unique He 


claimed other company stations were not 
being limited either 


CITGO TELLS another story. 
Regional price co-ordinator for Citgo, 


William Fiffner 
discounted reports of 


stations being forced out for not meeting 
a set standard 


"I've never heard that one before. I'll 


have to tell our market services about 
it," Fiffner said 


He said all stations, whether leasee or 


company operated, were allocated on 
"the same relationship." 


"There's no difference'' in their treat- 


ment, he said. 


GEORGE WARNER, Citgo's director 


of market services, reacted as did Fiff- 
ner initially, "I haven't heard this," he 
said of easing out the small dealers who 
don't meet the limit. 


He said, "It's all on allocation, both 


leasee and company stations." 


Warner said allocation figures were 


based upon what a particular station sold 
in the same month last year. He said in

first accountability session did not turn 
into a political gripe session, 


Many of the trustees had feared that 


tin' audience would be packed with resi- 
dents "out to get'1 the board. They were 
nervous that questioning would turn to 
the federal grand jury investigation into 
village building and zoning practices, or 
perhaps to recent problems in the police 
department. 


Few in survey 
favor Childerly 
for park site 


Less than half of the residents con- 


tacted in a phone survey conducted by 
Wheeling Trustee Don Jackson said they 
favored making the Childerly Retreat 
House property, 306 McHenry Rd.. into a 
park site. 


Even fewer, however, said they fa- 


vored building a hospital on the property 
as proposed by Franklin Boulevard Com- 
munity Hospital. 


Both the hospitals and the Wheeling 


Park District are negotiating for the 10- 
aere parcel of orchards and meadow- 
land. Several local groups have recently 
objected to the site being used for a hos- 
pital because of the historical buildings 
on the property. They have also noted 
traffic and flooding problems in the area 
as detrimental to a hospital project. 


Of the 162 persons contacted in the sur- 


vey. 77 residents said they would like the 
property to be used as a park site, and 53 
said they favored the hospital. Thirteen 
residents said they did not want either 
because of traffic problems in the area, 
and 19 had no opinion. 


BY COMPARISON. 92 persons said the 


village needed a hospital like the satellite 
facility proposed by Franklin Boulevard, 
while o3 said no hospital was needed. 
Seven t>ad no opinion. 


When asked whether they had filled out 


a survey on the need for a hospital in the 
area, 71 residents said they had and 80 
said they hadn't, while 11 didn't know. 


Most of the residents contacted in the 


survey said they were familiar with the 
issue of the hospital and its proposed lo- 
cation. Only 66 residents said they were 
unaware of the issue, while 96 said they 
had some information on the matter. 


Residents were called at random by 


picking their names out of the phone 
book. Jackson said the survey will help 
keep him informed about the residents' 
attitudes as well as helping to keep resi- 
dents up-to-date on village issues. 


The survey is the latest in a series of 


attempts to get feedback from the resi- 
dents on various issues. Jackson said he 
will continue the program whenever an 
important issue arises in the village. 


Winter bund concert 


The annual Wheeling High School win- 


ter band concert will be presented at 8 
p.m. Monday, at the school. The wind 
symphony and concert orchestra will 
perform under the direction of guest con- 
ductor H. Robert Reynolds, from the 
University of Wisconsin at Madison. Ad- 
mission will be $1 for adults and 50 cents 
for students. 


The questions, however, dealt mainly

Traffic was a major topic of con- 
versation, with residents noting problems 
along Wolf Road, Manchester Drive and 
Durdee Road.

friendly. Only 18 persons turned out for 
the meeting, much to the disappointment 
of the trustees, Five of those present 
were members of the village commis- 
sions, while many others were regulars 
at the village board meetings. 


The board members said they had ex- 


pected a small turnout. "I said tonight 
when I walked in the room that if we got 
27 we got a crowd," Village Pres. Ted C. 
Scanlon said. 


Trustee John Kocppen, organizer of the 


session, said the meeting had been publi- 
cized in the newspapers and with flyers 
sent home with school children. "We've 
tried to meet with the people on their 
grounds, and if they don't show up, 
there's no other way we can get to 
them," Koeppen said. 


Despite the small turnout, the session 


was productive. Village Mgr. George 
Passolt was kept busy jotting down prob- 
lems to be investigated by the various 
village departments. These items ranged 
from checking into the water at the Wild- 
wood Lane apartments to putting a 
squad car on Wolf Road to catch traffic 
offenders near construction sites. 


Although there were no startling reve- 


lations made during the accountability 
session, the trustees got some feedback 
on the problem bothering residents in the 
Holmes Jr. High School area. It was the 
first time in several years that the board 
has gone to the people for this type of 
feedback. 


WHEN ASKED WHAT the citizens 


could do to help their government, Scan- 
Ion said, "I think the one greatest thing 
Wheeling can do is to unite together in- 
stead of fighting. We make mistakes, but 
when we make mistakes, damn it, don't 
kick the man when he's down," he said. 


In the informal atmosphere of the 


meeting, the audience responded well to 
Scanlon's plea for unity. 


Although Koeppen noted that he saw 


only three unfamiliar faces in the au- 
dience, there are five more account- 
ability sessions scheduled. If three new 
faces turn up at each meeting, Koeppen 
will have become acquainted with the 
problems of 18 previously unfamiliar 
residents, 


Since Wheeling gets much of its news 


by word of mouth, the trustees said they 
hoped to get a larger turnout at the next 
session scheduled for 7:30 p.m. Wedres- 
day at the Wheeling High School library,

Officials defend ambulance recall 
'We made Hulett play God': mayor 
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Womens

Elk Grove Village President Charles 


Zettek yesterday said the village board 
put Fire Chief Allen Hulett in the "un- 
tenable position of having to play God." 


Zettek and Hulett at a press conference 


yesterday faced about 50 reporters and 
TV crew members who bombarded them 
with questions about the circumstances 
of an Elk Grove Township woman's 
death Jan. 6. 


"We told the fire chief to uphold our 


village policy of not providing service to 
unncorporated areas unless it is con- 
tracted for; and then said, but in a lifc- 
or-death situation you decide what to 
do," Zettek said. 


"We told him, you play God with very 


limited information," Zettek added. 


Zettek had called the conference to al- 


low questioning of Hulett and village offi- 
cials to announce a policy change so that 
people in unincorporated areas will get 
ambulance help on a serve first-bill-lat- 
er basis, and to urge support of a rural 
aid bill. 


The announcements came in the after- 


math of a tragic story that began with 
the Jan. 6 death of Mrs. Gary (Jean) 
Pettee, 36, \t( 277 Martha St., in unin- 
corporated Elk Grove Township. The 
mother of five, eight months pregnant 
with her sixth child, died of a massive 
blood clot in her lungs. 


PETTEE HAD contracted for fire and 


ambulance service with the Roselle Fire 
Department although he lived just blocks 
from the Elk Grove Village deparment. 
He called Elk Grove police for help when 
his wife collapsed after feeling ill all 
day. 


Elk Grove ambulance tapes released 


Elk Grove Fire Chief Allen Hulett 


knew only that a dying Elk Grove Town- 
ship woman was "having convulsions or 
a miscarriage" when he made the deci- 
sion to recall a village ambulance on the 
way to her home. 


According to tapes of emergency calls 


of the incident played at yesterday's 
press conference, Hulett heard an alarm 
go out for an ambulance to be sent to 277 
Martha. "Convulsions" was the medical 
information 
given with the original 


alarm. 


Twenty-seven seconds later additional 


Zettek said the village called the con- 


ference 
because 
nationwide publicity 


since the tragedy has pictured the village 
as turning down a husband's plea for 
help for his dying wife, because that help 
was not paid for in advance. 


Some newsmen yesterday asked Hulett 


if he was placing a dollar value on a 
dying woman's life and if his action in 
recalling the ambulance was deliberate 
to teach people who don't contract for 
service a lesson. 


After Hulett stated he recalled the am- 


bulance 'and referred the call to Roselle 
according to department policy, a tele- 
vision newscaster asked Hulett, "Is that- 
when you said, 'Maybe this will teach 
them to pay their $42 (for protect- 
ion). ' ?" 


Hulett's emphatic denial and agree- 


information came to Hulett from the Elk 
Grove Village Police Department that 
Gary Pettee believed his wife was "hav- 
ing a miscarriage." 


According to the transcripts of the 


tapes, 15 seconds later Hulett recalled 
the ambulance and referred the call to 
Roselle Fire Protection District. The 
transmission to Roselle was: "This is 
Elk Grove Fire Department. You have a 
miscarriage at 277 Martha." 


Tapes also were played of Pettee's 


original call for help. After dialing an

ment to take a lie detector test to prove 
his answer were lost in the newscaster's 
comment, "You may well be asked to 
take that test." 


THE QUESTIONS came after tapes 


were played for newsmen of Pettee's 
calls for help and other calls between 
Elk Grove Police, Elk Grove Fire De- 
partment and Roselle Fire Department. 


Zettek said the village has withheld in- 


formation on the tapes until now because 
it did not wish to extend Pettee's grief. 
"We decided to make all facts known to 
end this matter because we feel now 
Chief Hulett's life is being ruined by mis- 
information," said Zettek. 


"The chief made a decision based on 


two 
words, 
'convulsions' 
and 
'mis- 


carriage.' He never heard a man plead- 


ing 'Save my wife, she's dying,' " said 
Zettek. 


Fire Chief Hulett said his recall of the 


ambulance was a routine procedure. "Of 
the 1,966 calls received last year, 108 
were not in our coverage responsibility 
and were relayed, as was the Pettee 
call," he said. 


"I made a decision to relay the Pettee 


call to the Roselle Department. It's a de- 
cision that is made hundreds of times in 
other departments and one we've had to 
make here before, he said. 


ZETTEK SAID the village will no long- 


er argue boundaries or legalities with the 
homeowners in nearby 
unincorporated 


areas but will serve them on a serve 
now-pay later plan. Charges will be 
based on service rendered, he said. 


Village officials and residents in unin- 


corporated areas have argued over the 
legality of charges for emergency ser- 
vice ever since the area was disannexed 
from the Roselle Fire District when Elk 
Grove formed its own village depart- 
ment. 
. Elk Grove Village Atty. Ed Hofert said 
yesterday court orders disannexing the 
area from Roselle dist. directed Elk 
Grove Village "to make fire service only 
available. 


"We were bound to 'offer' that service 


and have certainly done so, we were not, 
however, ordered or obligated to do so," 
said Hofert.

An effort to form a unified council to

Greater Lake County Mass Transit Dis- 
trict, wants to form a Northeastern Illi- 
nois Transportation Council to plan for 
the collar counties and magnify their 
voices after the RTA is formed, if it pas- 
ses in the March 19 referendum.

board seats, Mrs1. Wolf said, "I want 
RTA. I've wanted it for a long time. The 
RTA is vital for us, but we don't want to 
be left out in the cold." 


STATE LEGISLATORS opposed to the 


RTA have said the outside counties will 
not have much voice in RTA policies be- 
cause the bloc of four Chicago-appointed 
members, in conjunction with the two 
suburban Cook County members, will 
dictate board action.

Plane crash 
at Palwaukee 
injures pilot 


A 49-year-old pilot was Injured yester- 


day afternoon when he crashed 
his 


single-engine plane on a runway at Pal- 
waukee Airport at a time of poor visibil- 
ity. 


The man, Earl Richards, 6845 W. Addi- 


son St.. Chicago, suffered a fractured 
jaw and head injuries. A spokesman at 
Holy Family Hospital in Des Plaines said 
his condition "was between fab- and 
good." 


Charles Priester of the airport said the 


accident occurred while Richards was 
making an instrument approach, The 
ceiling at the time of the accident was 
less than 1,000 feet and the visibility less 
than a mile, he said. 


The airport listed the mishap as "a 


landing accident" and Priester said the 
exact cause would be determined by the 
Federal Aviation Administration. 


Richards was the only occupant of the 


Cessna 210 plane, which was based at the 
airport. The plane, which is registered to 
Richards, was damaged severely, Pries- 
ter said. 


It is not known where Richards was 


coming from at the time of the accident. 


MEANWHILE, in North Riverside, a 


single-engine private plane apparently 
crippled by engine trouble crashed into a 
duplex apartment, killing the pilot. There 
were no other serious injuries. 


Authorities said the body of the pilot, 


the only occupant of the plane, was badly 
burned and could not be immediately 
identified, Most identification markings 
were burned off the wrecked plane, they 
said.

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Egypt, Israel reach troop pullback pact

In another stunning triumph for the 


personal diplomacy of Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger. Israel and Egypt 
Thursday announced an agreement on

the separation of their forces along the 
Suez Canal. 


The 
announcement came 
simulta- 


neously in Jerusalem, Cairo and Wash- 
ington, with President Nixon going on 
national television to make the U.S. pro- 
nouncement, The word came out in Mos- 
cow an hour later, with the news agency 
Tass carrying a brief report without 
comment. Nixon called it the "first sig- 
nificant step toward a permanent peace 
in the Middle East," a view generally 
accepted. 


Kissinger, more than any other person, 


spearheaded the agreement, climaxing a 
week of intensive negotiations in which 
he shuttled almost daily by plane be- 
tween Egypt and Israel. 


He met three times with Egypt's presi- 


dent Anwar Sadat and other officials in 
the upper Nile resort city of Aswan, and 
three times with Israeli leaders in Je- 
rusalem. 


Israeli 'Prime Minister Golda Meier 


missed the crucial third session with her 
government leaders Wednesday night be- 
cause of illness, but Kissinger and her 
aides gave her a personal briefing. 


Nixon personally telephoned Sadat and 


Mrs. Meier after announcement of the 
settlement.

Earlier, senior Eg- 
yptian and Israeli officials failed to 
break the deadlock in a series of meet- 
ings at the U.N. checkpoint at Kilometer 
101. 


Israel and Egypt signed their cease- 


fire stabilization agreement in a khaki 
U.N. tent at the sandy Kilometer 101 site 
Nov. 11. Siilasvuo had mediated the talks 
between Israeli and Egyptian generals 
on the implementation of the cease-fire 
agreement. The talks broke down after 10 
rounds Nov. 29 when the two sides failed 
to agree on disengagement. 


The disengagement of the two armies 


was the only clause in the cease-fire 
agreement that had not been imple- 
mented.

FBI to probe Vhole tapes matter' 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The White 


House Thursday promised full coopera- 
tion with an FBI investigation of era- 
sures on a key Watergate tape, but asked 
a federal court to dismiss the Senate Wa- 
tergate committee's bid to obtain five 
tapes for its own inquiry. 


Acting at the request of special prose- 


cutor Leon Jaworski, the FBI began 
Thursday what a spokesman called an 
inquiry into "the whole matter of the 
tapes," presumably for evidence of such 


criminal activity as obstruction of justice 
or perjury. 


U. S. District Judge John J. Sirica, 


who had Secret Service agents testify 
again Thursday about who had access to 
the partially obliterated June 20, 1972, 
tape, has served notice he might ask the 
Watergate grand jury to investigate. 


Ot the FBI investigation, deputy White 


House press secretary Gerald L. Warren 
said that ''if an approach is made to the 
White House, we would cooperate fully." 


But he said he doubted personally that 
Nixon would bs interrogated. 


White House lawyers meanwhile filed a 


petition in U. S. District Court seeking 
rejection of the Senate committee's ef- 
fort to subpoena the President for five 
Watergate-related tapes.

Fuel shortages., strong

Sihanouk: Lon NoPs U. S. aid move a lie

Prince Norodom Sihanouk has charged 


a move is afoot to try to get U.S. air 
intervention in Cambodia on the "false 
pretext" that North Vietnam and the 
Viet Cong are involved in fighting there., 
Sen. Mike Mansfield, D-Mont., said

The Senate Democratic leader made 


public a radiogram he received from Si- 
hanouk, the exiled Cambodian chief of 
state who now is heading forces seeking 
to topple the present regime of Lon Nol 
in Phnom Penh. 


In the radiogram, Sihanouk said the 


Lon Nol government would "ask for re- 
intervention in the affairs of Cambodia 
with U.S. tactical and strategic air power 
under the false pretext that the offensive 
now under way on the part of the armies 
of the Cambodian National Front . . . is 
an aggression of North Vietnamese Com- 
munists and the Viet Cong." 


He added that the offensive against the 


regime "is purely a Cambodian affair 
and operation in which the North Viet- 
namese and the South Vietnamese Liber- 
ation Front have absolutely no part." 


Sihanouk,.president of the Cambodian 


National Front, sent an identical radio- 
gram to Sen. J. William Fulbright, chair- 


man of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee. Mansfield sent copies to 
President Nixon and Secretary of State 
Kissinger. 


Meanwhile, rebel troops on the out- 


skirts of Phnom Penh fired a half-dozen 
Soviet-built rockets into the Cambodian 
capital and its environs Wednesday night 
and Thursday, killing at least five per- 
sons and wounding 16. 


Heavy fighting raged northwest of the 


capital, with government warplanes fly- 
ing 61 raids against insurgent positions in 
a bid to break the guerrilla drive to iso- 
late Phnom Penh.

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State task force report 
Free adult secondary education asked 


by K.YIIIEKINE BOYCE 


More than 3 million Illinois adults with- 


out high school diplomas may be able to 
complete their education free of charge 
if recommendations from a state task 
force report are enacted into law. 


The task force, appointed by state 


school Supt. Michael Bakalis a year ago, 
recommends that the Illinois legislature 
give two options through which school 
districts could qualify for state funds for 
conducting adult high school courses. 
The task force report is being sent to 
Bakalis this week. 


Presently, persons enrolling in adult 


education classes that offer high school 
credit must pay tuition, just as students 
in more general adult education pro- 
grams do. The task force report says the 
state should fund high school courses for 
adults because the 1970 state constitution 
gives the state primary responsibility for 
financing education. 


ACCORDING TO the task force report, 


a school district would be given the op- 
tion of financing its adult high school 
courses with general state aid money. To 
make this possible the task force recom- 
mends removal of the age limit clause in 
the Illinois School Code, which says 
school districts must provide education 
to anyone under 21. 


This change would mean all Illinois 


residents would have a right to a free 
public education through high school and 
school districts could count adults in the 
same way as younger students for pur- 
poses of receiving state aid. State aid 
now pays for about <10 per cent of a 
school's instructional costs for students 
under 21. 


Under the second option recommended 


by the task force, a school district could 
receive funds for 100 per cent of the cost 
of adult classes. The task force suggests 
that funding for programs run by cooper- 
atives between high school districts and 
community colleges. 


COST OF OPERATING cooperative 


state-funded programs in the state's 40 
community college districts is estimated 
in the task force report at about S13.4 
million next year, with 1.5 per cent of the 
adult population without a high school

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Fewer, worse fires here in 1973 


by TOM VON MALDER 


Wheeling firemen fought fewer fires in 


1973 but they handled more ambulance 
calls and other fire calls. The 230 fires 
the department handled were more cost- 
ly than the previous year's, however, 
both in terms of deaths and dollar losses. 


Statistics released this week by the fire 


department show there were three fire- 
related deaths last year and $301,160 
worth of fire loss. In 1972, there were no 
fire deaths and only $261,510 worth of fire 
loss. 


Fire Chief Bernie Koeppen said the 


three fire deaths which occurred in two 
fires a month apart equaled the total 
number of fire deaths in Wheeling from 
the past 20-plus years.

Jcntiette LaCaeyse, 173 Wlldwood Ln., 


will not be locked out of her Wheeling 
apartment for withholding January rent 
to protest unsanitary living conditions. 


The Herald reported yesterday that 


Mrs. LaCaeyse was being threatened 
with a lockout because she was withhold- 
ing her rent. The matter came to the 
attention of village officials at a board 
'accountability session Tuesday night. 


Repairmen yesterday began work on a 


leaky pipe that had caused the ceiling in 
•the Wlldwood Apartments bathroom to 
collapse. Mrs. LaCaeyse then agreed to 
pay her rent, but late yesterday after- 
noon, on the advice of her attorney, said 
she would wait until the work is com- 
pleted before turning in the check. 


The settlement, however, will not af- 


fect Mrs. LaCaeyse's water, which has 
been coming out of the faucets black 
since she moved into the apartment July 
1. Despite this problem she said she was 
willing to pay the rent "to have peace." 


WHETHER I THINK it is reasonable 


or not, it's the best I can do. I don't know 
how wise it is, but this is a lousy situ- 
ation." she said. "Since this is so close to 
the end of the month, I can always with- 
'hold next month's rent." 


Mrs. LaCaeyse said she made her deci- 


sion to release the rent after her landlord 
Donald Bundeson called her yesterday. 
She said she had been trying to contact 
Bundeson for the past several months 
about the dirty water and later the bath- 
room leak. 


"I have made at least eight different 


attempts to get hold of him." she said. "I 
couldn't believe when he first identified 
himself on the phone that it was he." 


When Bundeson called, after being con- 


tacted by a Herald reporter. Mrs. La- 
Caeyse said he offered to release her 
from her lease at her convenience if she 
would pay the January rent. She said she 
agreed to his offer, which included using 
her security deposit for her final month's 
rent. 


FOR THE PAST few days, Mrs. La- 


Caeyse has been living under the threat 
that she would be locked out of her 
apartment and then evicted. She said she 
lost 2is days pay because of the situ- 
ation, In addition to lawyer's fees. 


Bundeson said he made his offer de- 


spite the fact that he thinks Mrs. La- 
Caeyse was being unreasonable. He de- 
scribed her as a chronic complainer who 
has "been trouble ever since she's been 
in here." He admitted, however, he had 
never talked to Mrs. LaCaeyse about the 
problems. 


The landlord said he had been trying to 


fix the leak in the bathroom ceiling for 
several days, but had been unable to get 
a plumber to do the job. "People don't 
understand how impossible it is to deal 
with tradesmen," he said. 


Bundeson said the dirty black water 


coming from Mrs. LaCaeyse's tap is a 
problem in 'the village water system. He 
said the murky water comes from the 
village well and enters bis buildings in 
that condition. 


VILLAGE MGR. George Passolt, how- 


ever, said village water department offi- 


cials flushed the hydrant that serves the 
building and found that water to be 
clear. "It's in the building," he said of 
the problem. "The plumbing is apparent- 
ly real bad." 


Passolt said the village is having the 


water tested for possible health code vio- 
lations.He said that if the water proves 
to be unhealthy, the matter will be 
turned over to the village sanitarian. 


Because of the water, Mrs. LaCaeyse 


said she has been unable to bathe, ma'»e 
coffee or wash dishes. "My son had to 
bring me some water so I could make 
coffee," she said. "The same is with 
bathing. I have to go to my son's house 
to take a bath." 


When informed of the village's findings 


on the water, Bundeson said, "If that's 
not true, I'm going to nail somebody to 
the cross." 


Bundeson said he had not wanted to 


threaten Mrs.LaCaeyse with eviction, but 
he said she bad technically terminated 
her lease when she stopped payment on 
her rent chock. "I'm supposed to put a 
lock on the door as soon as they stop 
payment," he said. "All I wanted to do is 
get the rent."

16). 


A breakdown of last year's fires 


showed there were 27 field fires (down 
from 40 in 1972), 56 residential fires, 17 
business fires and one industrial fire. Ex- 
cept for field fires, the numbers were 
fairly consistent for the two years.

outlets because "the business risks for 
an independent may be too high." 


Ron Johnson, a Shell public relations 


spokesman, said all stations were oper- 
ating on the same 92 per cent allocation. 


Johnson said the company expected 


the recently-opened car wash station to 
do a high volume of business and thus 
was entitled to more gallons per month. 


"We wouldn't have built it if we didn't 


have a pretty good idea of what business 
it would do," he said. 


DEALERS WITH other oil companies 


made earlier statements about prefer- 
ences being shown to the company outlet. 


However, these could not be confirmed. 


When asked about their allocations, the 


manager of the Arco Car Wash, Arling- 
ton Heights, said it would just stir up bad 
feelings if other dealers knew what he 
was getting. 


"I don't want to cause any problems," 


said manager Ken Trembull. He added 
that car washes were allowed bigger gas 
shipments over a regular station oper- 
ation. 


Manager Bill Henny of company-owned 


Union 76 in Mount Prospect told The 
Herald of his monthly allotment: "That's 
none of your business. All the public 
needs to know is that they should cut 
their driving to 80 per cent."

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Result of energy shortage 
Auto insurance rates may take a dip 


by LEA TONKIN 


The energy crisis, which has cut speed 


limits and apparently discouraged driv- 
ing, may be leading to cost reductions 
for auto insurance. 


The insurance industry already had a 


plan in the works to pass on some of the 
resultant savings when the Cost of Living 
Council yesterday announced a morato- 
rium on auto insurance premium boosts. 


The industry plan will speed up report- 


ing systems that measure the Impact of 
lower speeds and less driving on claims. 
Some companies have pleged to refund 
any energy-related savings, with policy- 
holders scheduled to get the word some- 
time this spring. 


No one really knows for sure whether 


the gas shortage will bring about a sig- 
nificant reduction in claims resulting 
from auto accidents. But there was a re- 
duction in fatalities resulting from motor 
vehicle accidents last November, accord- 


ing to federal Department of Trans- 
portation statistics. 


THE NATIONAL Safety Council also 


reports a significant reduction in fatali- 
ties for November. Statistics are due the 
end of January for December. "We pre- 
dicted that with lower speed limits and 
reduced travel as a result of the energy 
crisis, that possibly 14,000 lives could be 
saved annually," said a spokesman for 
the National Safety Council in Chicago. 


A factor that could work against rate 


' reductions for auto accident injuries, he 
added, is the increased use of compact 
cars for car pool activities. Smaller 
autos sustain more severe damage than 
full-size autos in an accident, he said. A 
large number of passengers in a car 
could mean greater personal injuries re- 
sulting from an accident.

Writer tells secret of making

ANGELES-On the basis of dollar 


Volume, Joe Karbo claims to have been 
the best-selling author in the United 
States in 1973, but you won't find the 
name of his book on the literary lists. 
'Karbo, author of a paperback called 
"The Lazy Man's Way to Riches," says 
he sold 173,000 copies last year at $10 
per. That adds up to almost $1.75 million, 
he notes. 


"It's easy to figure," he laughs, pre- 


sumably on his way to the bank. "That's 
why 1 made the price $10." 


All his sales are by direct mail In re- 


sponse to newspaper and magazine ads. 
He took a fullpage ad in Time magazine 
to lure buyers with his soft sell. 
•HE TELLS HOW he has a $100,000 
beachfront home, a $30.000 mountain 
Cabin, two boats and a Cadillac — all 
acquired by his "Lazy Man's Way." 


Part of his ptich is a moneyback guar- 


antee, Karbo says he doesn't even cash 
checks or money orders for at least 31 
days. 


The book combines positive thinking 


principles plus sound and painstakingly 
detailed suggestions on operating a mail 
•order business. He calls it "direct-re- 
sponse business." 


About 10 per cent of those who order 


the book request and get their money 
back, Karbo says, and this does not 
create a targe dent in his profits. 


HE ACTS AS his own publisher and 


contracts the printing. Actual production 
of the book costs him 50 cents a copy, he 
says, but that does not include the 
thousands of dollars spent on advertis- 
ing. 


This is not his first big seller, he says. 


He sold more than 100.000 copies of a 
book on horse race handicapping and 
about the same number on a book called 
"The Power of Money Management" at 
$3.95 a copy. 


He is making plans to distribute the 


"Lazy Man's Way" in England and says, 
"We should sell three or four hundred 
thousand over there," 


Basically, he says, he is an advertising 


man and his results indicate he knows 
the field. 
.IN THE BOOK, he gives advice on 
writing ads and says the chatty approach 
— tike writing a letter to a friend — is 
.best. 


'The book tells how to got a discount on 


advertising rates with newspapers and 
magazines and also ways of getting radio 
and television time at reduced rates. 


Karbo suggests picking a product for 


which there is a need or a service. 


The book has drawn "hundreds of let-

ters" from persons who have profited by 
it, he says. 


"I HAD A letter from a man in Tulsa, 


Okla., who started a retail training in- 
stitute by mail and has made a success 
of it," he says. "People 'think they have 
to work hard and deprive themselves to 
make money. They don't set their goals 
high enough. My method is contrary to 
•the Horatio Alger legend — you know, 
work hard and you'll get to be a super- 
visor or a managing editor. That's 'the 
long, hard way, and it doesn't work out 
too often.

loss payments, said Randre Maison 
Pierre, vice president of the AMIA. He 
added that the Cost of Living Council's 
imposition of a moratorium on premium 
boosts was unnecessary in light of volun- 
tary efforts. 


THE NATIONAL Assn. of Insurance 


Commissioners had launched a special 
task force on energy crisis and insur- 
ance-related matters. The idea was to 
encourage rate modifications if indicated 
by the statistics, and to tell motorists 
about rate reductions which they can 
take advantage of immediately. For ex- 
ample, motorists who switch to mass 
transit or a car pool may obtain lower 
rates based on lower annual mileage. 


Long Grove-based Kemper Insurance 


Co. and the Allstate insurance companies 
are among the firms which had offered 
refunds or premiums reductions if slower 
driving speeds resulted in fewer claims. 
A Kemper spokesman said the com- 
panies cannot accurately forecast prob- 
abilities of fewer accident claims. 


Statistically, most accidents occur near

EEC measures pulse of brain waves 


The nervous system is very interesting 


to inc. Electroencephalography (EEC) 
especially interests me since I have just 
had such a test. 


Is the EEG accurate in most cases, 


and would you give me a little informa- 
tion abut It. Could yon describe how to 
detect certain abnormalities? 


Whole books are written on this sub- 


ject, so I can only scratch the surface. 
The brain cells send out electrical im- 
pulses regularly. The effect is similar to 
the constant pulsing of a fluorescent 
lamp. These constant electrical pulses 
can be measured and plotted against 
time on a strip of paper. That is what the 
EEG graph is, a record of the changing 
electrical pulses traced out along a 
graph or time base. 


The impulses are measured by the 


electrodes attached to the scalp.. In clini- 
cal tracings of this type only the surface 
electrical activity of the brain or the cor- 
tex area is really measured. The deeper 
electrical activity doesn't reach the sur- 
face, 


THE ELECTRICAL pulses of the cor- 


tex brain cells have been classified ac- 
cording to how fast they are (frequency), 
how large they are (amplitude) and how 
regular or rhythmic they are. Lack of 
oxygen to the brain will cause large slow

waves. An abnormal area of electrical 
activity in the brain may cause sharp 
spike waves. Sleep produces changes in 
the waves and so does dreaming and ra- 
pid eye movements (REM). 


The large number of electrodes are 


used to find the area of the brain that is 
involved in producing the electrical pul- 
ses. A good example here would be the 
person who has a spot in the brain that 
fires off large electrical pulses or spike 
waves. Such a spot of overactive brain 
cells can cause a convulsion. The ex- 
cessive electrical pulse behaves like 
lightning striking and abnormally stim- 
ulates a lot of other brain cells that con- 
trol the arm, hand, face, leg and body 
movements. The rapid irregular stimu- 


lation of these cells results in the con- 
vulsion. 


Using several electrodes and looking at 


the electrical pattern, it is often possible 
to locate where the spot is that is causing 
the problem. 


Using similar techniques, a brain tu- 


mor can often be identified and its loca- 
tion determined. 


INTERPRETING the EEG is a diffi- 


cult task, In the hands of a well-trained, 
experienced neurologist they can be im- 
mensely useful. EEG's won't always 
show everything because only part of the 
brain is measured this way. But it is one 
of our best diagnostic tools in selected 
cases. 


How accurate it is depends on what it 


is used for. By using other procedures to 
stimulate the brain its usefulness can be 
expanded. To a very large extent its ac- 
curacy and usefulness depends on how 
well the record is taken and the skill of 
the person who interprets the record. A 
good record is not useful in complex 
problems unless the person who inter- 
prets it is highly skilled in its use.

Now's time for drug education 


• A long-concealed fact of subur- 
ban life came out in the open this 
week at a school board meeting — 
and we believe everyone will be 
better off as a result. 


In a display of courage, a woman 


from Buffalo Ctrove appeared pub- 
licly at the High School Dist. 214 
board meeting Monday to ask for 
help for her son's drug problem. 


• The boy had received a six-day 
suspension from Buffalo Grove 
High School after being found in 


possession of marijuana. The sus- 
pension was given under the dis- 
trict's drug policy, which provides 
that 
students possessing drugs 


are suspended and asked to visit 
their doctors before returning to 
school. Students selling drugs in 
the school are expelled. 


The suspension in this case did 


not work, the sometimes tearful 
mother told the board. Instead, her 
son simply had six days out of 
school and was greeted as a mar- 


The 
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tyr when he returned. She asked 
the board to develop a new policy 
to help students who are drug 
users. 


Members of the Dist. 214 board 


did not have any quick answers for 
the woman's problems, but they 
commended her for her courage 
and said they would look for al- 
ternatives. 


We join the board in con- 


gratulating the woman for coming 
forward and we can only add our 
hope that Dist. 214 officials 
and 


other interested citizens working 
together will be able to find a solu- 
tion to the problem she pointed out. 


One step toward easing the prob- 


lem will begin next week when a 
class for Dist. 214 teachers in drug 
problems will begin under the di- 
rection, of Elk Grove High School 
teacher Richard Hemme. 


Hemme has said he hopes his 


program will help teachers to be- 
come aware of drug problems and 
of ways to help students. If that 
can be accomplished, it will help. 


The most important thing to real- 


ize right now, however, is that a 
problem which has 
long been 


talked about in vague generalities 
is now out in the open in a very 
specific, personal way. For too 
long, suburbanites have listened to 
generalizations about drugs, nod- 
ded knowingly and agreed that the 
problem really is not very bad 
here. 


Police officers, counselors and 


s o m e knowledgeable teachers 
know the problem is real. They 
know that ignoring it will not make 
it go away. What is needed, in- 
stead, is a calm, well-reasoned, but 
determined, approach by respon- 
sible persons in the community to 
the whole issue. 


Such an approach will 'have to 


avoid scare tactics that have been 
proven ineffective. It will also have 
to avoid labeling everyone who 
uses drugs as "bad" — we must 
face the fact that some of our chil- 
dren have friends who use drugs, 
friends they will justifiably hesi- 
tate to label. 


Finding a solution, or even find- 


ing ways to make the situation a 
little better, will not be easy. But 
the problem is out in the open now 
— and that's the best place for it. 


Washington window 


Describes Nixon's 'bunker mood9

WASHlNCtTON - "It's going to be a 


good year — a better year" — President 
Nixon told daughter Julie Eisenhower on 
his 61st birthday. 


The President was accenting the posi- 


tive and reflecting an optimism which is 
not wholly shared by his top-level staff in 
an atmosphere of what has come to be 
called "the bunker mood." 


Frequent use of military expressions 


"We're going down with all flags fly- 
ing": "Damn the torpedoes, full speed 
ahead" appears to portray a White 
House under siege, not knowing where 
the next blow will fall. 


Nixon has rarely been more reclusive 


or seemingly cut off than during his 18- 
day California stay when he sought to 
gather his strength for the days ahead 
and to sort out his dwindling options. 


He was in daily contact only with two 


devoted advisers, Alexander M. Haig, his 
chief of staff who came aboard to try to 
hold the Watergate-riddled White House 
together, and Press Secretary Ronald L. 
Zieglet*. who represented the familiar ties 
with the past when the President was at 
the zenith of a successful presidency. 


When Budget Director Roy L. Ash 


made a 6,000 mile round trip to Califor- 


nia on Nixon's summons, he wound up 
conferring with Haig and other aides 
without seeing the President. 


While Nixon had no personal contact 


with reporters, his aides strove valiantly 
to give the picture of a President deter- 
mined in the face of adversity. Private- 
ly, their remarks indicated a sense of 
foreboding. Aides believe the President 
is facing a crucial period of his effort to 
surmount calls for resignation or im- 
peachment. 


His Gallup Poll popularity remains at 


a low 29 per cent, a fall from a high of 
68 per cent at this time last year. And 
the future holds more possible revela- 
tions about Watergate, grand jury in- 
dictments, impeachment proceedings by 
the House Judiciary Committee and ad- 
ditional Senate Watergate hearings. 


Nixon will be making a major effort to 


redirect the nation's attention to his pro- 
grams to solve the energy crisis. 


He will present an antirecession budget 


which will include a big deficit to cushion 
an expected increase in unemployment. 
He is counting on Secretary of State Hen- 
ry A. Kissinger to make a breakthrough 
between Egypt and Israel to enhance 
chances for peace in the. Middle East. 


The President also is projecting a trav- 


el schedule for this spring to Europe, and 
possibly the Soviet Union, to demonstrate 
his successful, constructive leadership in 
foreign affairs. 


Little is known of Nixon's own mood ex- 


cept that he has become intent on stay- 


ing more aloof from news media, believ- 
ing that it is a "no win" proposition to 
communicate often with the press. 


As Nixon plans for the coming year, he 


must also decide how to deal with the 
various inquiry groups — to cooperate or 
not cooperate. Here, too, there is some 
indication that he feels that he is 
"damned if 'he does and damned if he 
doesn't." 


The President is surrounded by a band 


of loyal aides, although there has been 
some slippage in morale on the outer 
perimeter. 


What he needs now is a loud, clear 


voice of major Republican leaders who 
can give him support in his trying days. 
Barry Goldwater's statement that im- 
peachment of Nixon would create havoc 
may have provided some comfort to 
presidential supporters. But most other 
top Republicans have been conspicuously 
silent in -this respect. (UPI)

While acknowledging 
that a problem of fire and ambulance 
p r o t e c t i o n exists in unincorporated 
areas, and that the matter must be re- 
solved between the village and resident 
of those areas, he said, "we grieve and 
are saddened by their deaths, still keenly 
aware that that same potential for trage- 
dy still exists." 


However, the unbelievable callousness 


of Village Trustee Edward Kenna; "My 
first reaction is Pettee has saved $20 —" 
is so far below human standards of de- 
cency and compassion that I am out- 
raged. 


And in suggesting that Mr. Pettee take 


his wife to the hospital himself, did it 
occur to Trustee Nanci Vanderweel that 
in an extremely critical situation one 
may be immobilized by fear? Not know- 
ing the nature or extent of a person's 
injury or illness, it is best to call profes- 
sional help who knows how to treat and 
move the person. And Mrs. Vanderweel's 
final comment that "He placed a dollar 
value on his family's safety when he con- 
tracted with a far-away department for 
service because it was cheaper and yet 
when he needed help he called here," is 
a heartless statement to make when a 
man is grieving over the loss of his wife 
and infant. 


However, although Mr. Pettee did not 


get the help he called for, he said in an 
interview televised last Thursday on 
Channel 7 news that he was not bitter, 
but comforted that his wife and baby 
daughter are with God.

The status quo players are still 
clutching to their "Status Quo" cards 
and the guys with "Money" cards appear 
to be winning all the tricks. The end of 


this game is not in sight, however, so it is 
difficult to predict a winner. Anyway, the 
game is so much fun it will probably be 
perpetuated — not by law, or reason, or 
honest failure — but by chance, self- 
ishness and unadulterated stupidity. Oh, 
one more thing, it's really impossible for 
the players to lose because they're play- 
ing in a fantasy park. The real losers are 
playing (or rather not playing) in the 
rea! parks. 


What is really needed now by all the 


players is a review of one basic rule: 
"Progress Thru Participation." Obvious- 
ly, participation is not lacking; it is in- 
teresting to note, though, that progress 
is. The founding fathers undoubtedly 
wanted to keep Rolling Meadows citizens 
happy and sought improvements by en- 
couraging involvement.

Recalls earlier shortage 


EDITORIAL: Viewing the latest devel- 


opment in the Watergate tapes story.

Fuel supplies. Toilet paper. Meat. Pre- 


cious metals. 


America's current shortages are a re- 


minder of the now famous presidential 
"Chess" speech that was delivered be- 
fore this country's seventh crisis. 


The time was 12:07 a.m. on a Friday 


the 13th when President Nicky Dixon ap- 
peared on national television with his 
black cat, Snickers, and his favorite 
pooch, Chess, to debunk press in- 
accuracies, to issue grave warnings and 
to recite "America The Beautiful." 


"My fellow Americans," Dixon said 


with a quivering lip. "I come to you today 
with a heavy heart and a message of 
importance. 


"I met with leaders of Congress this 


morning and with unindicted leaders of 
the White House staff this afternoon in 
the Presidential locker room and we 
have agreed on a bipartisan game plan 
to confront the mounting crisis that we 
Americans face," Dixon said. 


"As America has grown and prospered 


during the Cold and Vietnam wars, our 
demands have begun to exceed available 
supplies," he said. "To put it another 
way, supplies have stopped exceeding de- 
mands. 


"We must face up to some very stark 


facts. We are heading toward the most 
acute shortages of supplies since Cuba 
cut off our cigars. To help us see that 
our vital needs are met first I am tonight 
announcing the following actions: 


—"My faithful and devoted wife, Mrs/ 


Dixon, has been ordered to purchase all 
remaining toilet paper in this country for 
use in the White House, the Western 
White House, the Florida White House or 
Camp David. This crisis need not mean 
genuine suffering for any American and 
I suggest using franking-privilege mail- 
ings from Congressmen in place of toilet 
paper. 


—"My right hand ambassador of good 


will, Friendly Mumblemouth, has been 
dispatched to the far corners of the earth 
to obtain all available light bulbs. Ameri- 
can must avoid charges by muckraking 
journalists that this crisis will lead to an 
unenlightened Dixon administration. 


"Both Snickers and I are well aware of 


the sacrifices you will be asked to make. 
It was only last summer that the first 
family and all Americans ate through the 
meat shortage. Snickers was forced from 
a normal diet of filet mignon to less- 
than-perfect cuts of sirloin. 


"I meet with you tonight while dressed 


in a wool suit. Today's purchases by the 
official presidential tailor assure me of 
enough high quality clothing to survive 
any sheep shearing shortage and could 


add a best dressed man award to the 
Nobel prize that should be mine. 


"We have these crises, but there is no 


crisis in American spirit. I have offered 
to give 300 politicians, 400 patronage 
workers, six World War II tanks, and 100 
autographed copies of my book "How to 
Prepare Your Income Tax" to the Sheik 
of Oildom. In return, I am hoping to re- 
ceive tons of sand to trade for Russian 
wheat which will be traded for Arab oil 
which will be traded for the gold which 
we once had which will rescue the Amer- 
ican dollar. 


"Finally, let me say that I will not re- 


sign. This country has just suffered 
through a shortage of vice presidents. I 
am opposed to a shortage of presidents, 
although there seems to be a shortage of 
honest White House staff members and 
politicians. 


"Snickers can tell you that a cat only 


America has survived oth- 
er shortages. I have survived six — no 
make that uh, let's see, seven, eight or 
nine if you count the lears and snears of 
carping commentators — crises.

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County budget: the old tug-of-war

County Board Pres. George Dunne sat 


In his comfortable, blue board room swi- 
vel chair yesterday and looked at a two- 
headed monster. 


Staring at Dunne from stacks of 1974 


county-level budget proposals were: 


• Dunne's promise to hold the county 


tine on taxes and a 1072 resolution freez- 
ing the corporate tax levey. 


• Demands foe more funds from de- 


partment heads to expand services or to 
meet rising costs. 


Dunne claimed victory in the yearly 


battle to avoid a tax increase. But the 
watchdog Civic Federation predicted 
that taxpayer bills in 1073 could increase 
as much as 0.7 per cent. 


"We did hold the line.'' Dunne said. 


Newspaper reports Thursday that pre- 
dicted county-wide tax hikes were "er- 
roneous," he added in a miffed tone. 


DUNNE'S STATEMENT is technically 


correct. But. the Civic Federation also is 
accurate in a prediction that taxes will 
increase when collected March 1 and 
Aug. 1.1S75. 


In an election year, it's advantageous 


to draw a favorable tax line. Dunne and 
other county commissioners begin and 
end their analysis with the county corpo- 
rate budget. They say the increased 
$142.3 million budget will not boost taxes. 


Dunne prepares the corporate, some- 


times called the executive budget. He re- 
views department requests. He balances 
revenues and expenses. Around Christ- 
mas, he sends fiscal greetings to other 
board members via more than 475 pages 
of budget proposals. 


The corporate $142 million for 1974 is 


an increase of nearly $16.7 million over 
1973. But higher assessed valuation of 
property throughout the county and addi- 
tional revenue from Investments and 
taxes will offset the corporate increase 


and will continue the tax levy freeze at 
$19.55 per $10,000 assessed valuation. 


While Dunne stops with pride at the 


corporate budget, the Civic Federation 
pushes further down the list of county- 
level taxes. 


MAIN REASON FOR increased coun- 


ty-level taxes are county elections March 
19 and Nov. 5, Cost to taxpayers will be 
about $8 million, or $4 per $10,000 as- 
sessed valuation. 


The county board cannot block the 


election levy which is based on state law. 


Included in the county tax levy is an 


almost $2 million increase in the employ- 
es' annuity and benefit fund and a $98,949 
hike in rental cost for the Audy home 
and the Civic Center. 


When the Civic Federation predicted a 


tax hike of $5.80 per $10,000 assessed 
valuation Wednesday, the 'total was 
based on a record request for $49.9 mil- 
lion from the county Health and Hospital 
G o v e r n i n g commission. The board 
stormed in protest and criticized the bud- 
get for "excessive waste." Representa- 
tives of the commission agreed to a $2 
million cut. forcing the tax levy to last 
year's $20.25 per $10,000 assessed valua- 
tion and cutting the predicted tax hike 
to $4,80. 


YESTERDAY, Dunne 
and 
finance 


committee chairman Jerome Huppert 
again led a charge against the hospital 
budget and pushed for an additional $2 
million cut. Dunne said that the hospital 
commission annually underestimated its 
revenues and he offered totals from the 
county auditor as proof. In 1971, the com- 
mission estimated revenue at $41.8 mil- 
lion and collected $57.8 million; in 1972 
the estimate was $45 million and $81.4 
million was collected, he said. 


Despite the $81,4 million in county-level 


revenue last year, the commission- 
estimated totals for 1973 were only $69 
million. "Your estimate is so much lower

than you historically have been receiv- 
ing. Bring this up to the amount you ac- 
tually collect," Dunne said. 


The second $2 million cut will reduce 


the hospital levy to $19.25 per $10,000 as- 
sessed valuation, the only real tax levy 
cut in county-level budgets this year. 


When the Civic Federation adds up the 


totals, reduction in the hospital commis- 
sion budget balances increases in non- 
corporate fund; the corporate and forest 
preserve budgets remain the same; and 
the $4 per $10,000 assessed valuation 
comes out as the estimated increase tax- 
payers will face in 1975. Average tax bill 
for the county-level funds will be about 
$64 per $10,000 assessed valuation. 


BOARD APPROVAL of the budgets 


came yesterday after transferring of de- 
partment funds. The county clerk cut 
overtime and office supply funds to pro- 
vide $75,000 for an identification card 
program. The Circuit Court cut funds for 
"extra" employes to transfer $36,940 to 
suburban court budgets. The juvenile 
court cut travel expenses to provide sala- 
ry for an additional administrative as- 
sistant. 


By concentrating on "holding" of ex- 


penses to last year's levels, the board 
overlooked the possibility of reducing the 
county corporate levy to offset 
this 


year's election costs. Department heads 
demonstrated ability to find "fat" in 
their budgets Thursday when transfer- 
ring overtime and office supply funds for 
salary use. 


Similar "fat" resulted in a $15 million 


budget surplus in 1972. "The accumula- 
tion of unreasonable surpluses generates 


demands for unnecessary spending and 
takes taxpayers' money before it is 
needed," the Civic Federation stated. 
"Had revenue and spending estimates re- 
sulted in no surplus, property taxes could 
have been reduced 6.5 cents on the tax 
rate."

She's for more of it

Jeannine Carlson plays to adults on 


evenings and switches to a much young- 
er set on weekends. 


Director and producer of the children's 


theater at Country Club Theatre, the Des 
Plaines actress is also starring in "Love 
Is A Time of Day," the current produc- 
tion at the Mount Prospect Theater. Dur- 
ing the day she holds down a full-time 
secretarial job. 


But Jeannine doesn't mind. 
"I've always been a night person. The 


long hours don't bother me. It's having 
so many things going on at once that 
gets confusing," she laughed. 


ONCE QUITE active with Des Plaines 


Theatre Guild, Miss Carlson appeared in 
"The Owl and the Pussycat" and "Under 
the Yum Yum Tree" at Country Club 
Theatre prior to her engagement in 
"Love Is A Time of Day," a two-charac- 
ter play which also features Tom Wagner 
and one four-legged actor, a very well- 
mannered French poodle named Pierre. 


Jeannine first took charge of the chil- 


dren's theater directly before the holi- 
days. 


"I definitely feel there is a market for 


this kind of theater," said Jeannine 
about the need for children's live enter- 
tainment. 


She recently closed a successful run of 


"Puss and Boots" and opens this week- 
end with "The Glass Mountain" .. . "It's 
a story about a funny witch whose spells 
don't ever work out and a count who, 
naturally, doesn't know one end of a 
horse from another." 


"THERE ISN'T anything around here 


for children except Mill Run," continued 
Jeannine (Community theater guilds do 
occasionally stage children's shows, but 
for the most part, they are scheduled 
around Christmas.) 


"Children's theater is broad. It has to 


be believable but not realistic," said 
Jeannine, who has appeared in a number 
of children's productions during the last 
four years. She has played Heidi and has 
fit her foot into Cinderella's golden slip- 
per. 


"Children have to know that you be- 


lieve in what you're doing on stage. They 
are not as polite as adult audiences. 
They squirm in their seats and let you 
know in no uncertain terms if things 
aren't going all right. 


"I LIKE TO get the kids involved . . . 


plan chase scenes up and down the aisles 
. . . pull them out of the audience right 
up on stage It gets them into the spirit, 
gets them to turn their pretenders on. 
That's what's important. The sets do not 
have to be elaborate nor do the cos- 
tumes If you believe you're a beautiful 
princess, so will they." 


Most of the cast for the children's pro- 


ductions are actors Jeannine knows or 
has worked with before. She still feels 
acting is the best part of theater though 
she now finds directing "most stimu- 
lating" and producing "opening up a 
whole new set of problems to solve " The 
most pressing right now is publicizing 
children's theater. 


"I'm letting them know about it. Par- 


ents tell me after a show, I never even 
knew the place was here."

A Paddock review 
'Gingerbread Lady' worth seeing

Though a Holiday Inn might not seem 


too likely a spot for good, dramatic the- 
ater, the Pub Playhouse, a new ex- 
periment in neighborhood professional 
theater located in the Mount Prospect 
Inn, is to be congratulated on its present 
and second production, "The Ginger- 
bread Lady." 


The comedy-drama by Neil Simon is a 


good choice. It shows off the playwright's 
real flair for wit but also exposes a 
serious content. It can be laughed at but 
not laughed off. 


A LARGE ROOM off the main lobby of 


the Inn has been converted into the Pub 
Playhouse that advertises drinks be- 
tween acts. Hence the name. The stage 
is raised and lights have been installed 
to offer a most adequate and intimate 
staging arena. Though viewing is some- 
times a problem because everyone is sit- 
ting at one level, it is easy to pick up a 
chair and move to one side if someone is 
blocking your vision. 


It was, however, somewhat disturbing 


to hear a band playing next door and to 
wait almost 20 extra minutes for the play 
to begin. The music no doubt could not 
be helped. The theater is only one facet 
fo the motel's weekend business. But 
there is no excuse for a late curtain. 


"Gingerbread Lady" is an adult come- 


dy with plenty of strong language but 
conveying a contemporary message that 
has a great deal of merit and feeling. 


It is about a middle-aged woman who 


first enters on stage after having been to 
a private sanitarium to take "the cure." 


She is an alcoholic and though her out- 
ward exuberance suggests a happy-go- 
lucky laugh-a-minute image, she is, in- 
deed, inside a very lonely, unsure wom- 
an. 


JOAN SPATAFORA plays the lead, 


Evy Meara, an ex-nightclub singer who 
is trying to clean up her life for both her 
own well-being and the sake of her 
daughter who receives permission from 
her father to move in with her mother. 


Miss Spatafora does a fine job in devel- 


oping the character of Evy though refer- 
ences to Evy's physical appearance 
could be toned down. It is not really rele- 
vant whether Evy has a "new smashing 
figure," but since in this case she 
doesn't, there is no need to tax the imag- 
ination. 


Phoebe Blair is quite striking as Toby 


Landau, an aging beauty queen who feels 
her looks are her only gift to mankind 
and she becomes obsessed with retain- 
ing, at all costs, her youth and glow. 


And Vince Weber is tremendous as 


Jimmy, an unsuccessful 
actor, good 


friend to Evy and homosexual (the latter 
we learn through slight inferences and 
not blatant suggestions as so often hap- 
pens on the stage). Vince is expressive 
and amusing and most convincing in his 
role of a frustrated actor who must be 
content with two-bit porno roles. 


A HIGH POINT of the play occurs in 


the second act when both Toby and 
Jimmy unload their own personal prob- 
lems, one broken marriage, one career 
mishap, on Evy who solves everything 
one way, by the bottle. The scene is very 


effective and full of emotional charge. 


Rebecca Clements plays daughter Pol- 


ly. I find it somewhat difficult to accept 
a 17-year-old teenager who appears wide- 
eyed and innocent but easily understands 
and comforts a drunk of a mother who 
occasionally even sleeps out. That's how 
Simon wrote it. That's how Rebecca 
plays it. But for my part, it's a bit ho- 
key. 


Alan Barinholtz completes the cast as 


the delivery boy, Manuel, and Bill Killian 
is Evy's former love, Lou Tanner. 


THE "GINGERBREAD Lady" is being 


staged Friday and Saturday nights at the 
Holiday Inn, 200 E. Rand Road, Mount 
Prospect, through Feb. 23. Producer and 
founder of the Pub Playhouse is Al Rich- 
man. Shelia Keenan is directing. 


There is no reason that the Pub Play- 


house should not be actively patronized 
except the new theater-in-the-round will, 
I feel, be competing against both profes- 
sional commercial theaters in the area 
and also established community guilds. 


The material thus far presented is 


good and Bruce Jay Friedman's "Steam- 
bath," to open, March 1, is a com- 
mendable undertaking though I'm not so 
sure that suburban audiences will trade 
light evenings of entertainment for some- 
thing of more substance. 


But attitudes and interests are chang- 


ing and not to be discounted is a threat- 
ening gas situation that might just make 
a few more residents discover in their 
own area what they formerly sought 
downtown. At least that's what Richman 
is betting on. I hope he wins. 
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Kansas visit a smorgasbord 


of snow, crafts, netsuke 


The next time we pay a Christmas vis- 


it to the kids in Kansas, it will have to be 
in July, says the boss. Getting to Great 
Bend wasn't so bad. We flew to Wichita 
and drove a car the hundred-plus miles 
to the center of the state where they live, 
but while we were there, 12 inches o! 
snow came swooping and drifting in over 
the plains from the west, and we were 
afraid we might become permanent resi- 
dents. My son the lawyers Insists that's 
how his little town got its population in 
the first place: Visitors became snowed 
In one winter and by spring they had 
jobs and stayed! 


But we enjoyed the town and its hun- 


d r e d-yeai'-old beautiful homes, the 
warmth and friendliness of the neigh- 
bors, and the miles and miles of the hor- 
izons and brilliant night skies. Near 
their piace. we were told, there was 
once viewed a herd of 20 million buf- 
falo, and we ail conjectured how long it 
would take such a herd to pass a given 
point. 


BEFORE: BECOMING snowed in, we 


visited the nearby town (nearby is any- 
thing less than a hundred miles) called 
Lindsborg, a small community settled a 
century ago by Swedish immigrants, 
which now capitalizes on its heritage 
with Scandinavian ambience. Although 
partially closed down in winter, in sum- 
flier the place becomes a thriving art, 
glass blowing and festival center. We en- 


• joyed the craft shops and bought some 


potato sausage which was almost as good 
as homemade. 


By way of contrast, back in Great 


Bend, we visited a private home with one 
of the most beautiful and complete col- 
lections of netsuke I have ever seen. Net- 
suke (pronounced in two syllables, "net- 
ski,") are the small fasteners like knobs 
or buttons that have been carved for gen- 
erations in the Orient of ivory, bone, 
jade, wood or stone in elaborately fash-

ioned forms of animals, persons or gods. 
This outstanding collection featured real- 
ly old netsuke, dating from as early as 
the iGth century. 


THE SAME UNUSUAL home held an 


outstanding collection of modern art and 
sculpture, and we were entertained by 
the sensuous "dancing" of a wire sculp- 
ture set vibrating by the ultra-sophis- 
ticated sound system which played the 
music of "Chicago," After a complete 
and authentic Japanese meal, we sat in 
"womb chairs" overlooking a private 
lake and watched, through three-story 
high windows, a flock of a thousand wild 
geese watching us. Suddenly, with a 
single impulse, they all rose, honking 
and beating their wings, to circle the 
house and woods before settling down 
again upon the lake. "Coyotes," said our 
host. "They know when one's around." 


I couldn't help thinking of the hard- 


working settlers of a century ago, plow- 
ing the tough buffalo grass sod, making 
a home, bulding a town, and the changes 
which have occurred in the space of just 
three lifetimes. But we were still snowed 
in. Mother Nature packs quite a wallop 
and teaches mortals a little patience. No 
planes or cars left Great Bend for a 
couple of days, and I didn't mind a bit.

Harvard professor explains 


Stalin's 'preposterous era' 


"STALIN: THE MAN AND HIS ERA," 


By ADAM B. ULAM. 


Viking. $12.05 


The Soviet people were never told, but 


dictator Josef Stalin suffered nervous 
breakdowns and twice fled the Kremlin 
after Hitter's Invasion of Russia. Neither 
time did Soviet generals try to displace 
Russia's "man of steel." 


They couldn't, explains Harvard gov- 


ernment professor Adam Ulam. Russia 
couldn't fight, or even function, without 
the man who had taught his countrymen 
that he, like the Pope, was infallible. 


Ulam calls Stalin's "a preposterous 


era." Staiin sent 15 million people to con- 
centration camps, yet H days after Hit- 


• ler's invasion he addressed the nation 
with: "Brothers, sisters, 1 turn to you, 
my friends." And they yielded 20 million 
to die in the war "for our country, for 
Stalin." 


With deft psychological probing, Ulam 


explains how Stalin used terror and 
purge trials to intimidate and, para- 
doxically, Inspire the Russian people. 


And they responded, many if not most 


enthusiastically, to industrialize their 
country, collectivize their agriculture, to 
build modern Russia. 


Using new sources, Ulam tells how Sta- 


lin assumed total power as "the politi- 
cian of moderation," and how he out- 
witted Churchill and Roosevelt at Tehran 
and Yalta — only to be surprised by an- 
other "peasant leader" in 1949, China's 
Mao Tse-tung. 


Ulam's "Stalin" presents an enlight- 


ening explanation of modern Russia and 
the postwar world.

Comments on some new country albums 


Tom T. Halt has a habit of making fine 


albums and his newest, "For the People 
In the Last Hard Town" (Mercury 
records), is no exception. 


Hail undoubtedly is the best writer of 


country songs because eacb is a narra- 
tive about the people and places Hall has 
seen and known. Two of the songs in this 
album clearly show how finely he details 
his musical portraits — "Joe, Don't Let 
Your Music Kill You" is about a song- 
writer who takes pills and whiskey be- 
cause nobody seems to care about his 
music and "Pay No Attention To Alice" 
is about an old woman friend who has 
become a drunk. 


As a singer, Hall is less known for suc- 


cess. He freely admits to "singing 
through his nose." Yet here he does okay 
— within his limited range — on Rod 
MeKuen's "Love's Been Good To Me" 
(the only song he didn't write) and the 
simple "1 Love" which has been a hit 
single. 


"I LOVE" is easy to remember if 


you've heard it. Near the beginning of a 
Us* of things he loves is a duck. 


Hall's wit, which can be very sharp, 


fills "Subdivision Blues," the song I like 
best. With cuts against everything from 
neighbors to school busing, Hall tears 
apart the American version of a dream 
existence — a house in the suburbs.

U.S. Jewish population 
reaches an all-time high 


by LOUIS CASSELS 


The American Jewish community in- 


creased by 33,000 persons in 1973 to 
reach an alltlme high of 6,113,000, 


Those figures come from the new edi- 


tion 'of the American Jewish Yearbook, 
published annually by the American Jew- 
ish Committee. 


Because American Jews tend to have 


small families, the growth rate of the 
U.S. Jewish community for many years 
lagged behind the nation's overall popu- 
lation growth rate. 


But in 1973, the Jewish growth rate — 


nine-tenths of 1 per cent — slightly sur- 
passed the overall population growth 
rate, which the Census Bureau reported 
as seven-tenths of one per cent. 


EVEN SO, Jews remain a relatively 


tiny minority, comprising slightly less 
than 3 per cent of the nation's popu- 
lation. 


It seems obvious to most American ob- 


servers that so small a portion of the 
population could not possibly "dictate" 
U.S. foreign policy, as some Arab lead- 
ers have charged during the current 
middle eastern troubles. 


However, the political influence of 


American Jews is substantially greater 
than it might be on the basis of sheer 
numbers, for two reasons. 


First, any ethnic, economic or social 


group has more political clout when its 
members are strongly united behind one 


Religion commentary 
Nixon's church donations 
shock even Billy Graham 


One aspect of President Nixon's tax re- 


turns has scandalized many church lead- 
ers, including his usually uncritical 
Mend, the Rev. Billy Graham. 


The tax returns, covering the years 


1969 through 1972, were made public 
recently as part of Nixon's effort to show 
that he is financially as clean as a 
hound's tooth. 


Public attention has centered primar- 


ily on the relatively small amount of 
taxes paid by Nixon during those years 
— mainly as a result of a deduction of 
$576,000 he claimed for giving his vice 
presidential papers to the National Ar- 
chives. 


BUT THE MOST striking thing about 


the returns to many Christian pastors 
and laymen was the disclosure that Nix- 
on has been far from open-handed in giv- 
ing to his church. 


The East Whittier Friends Church, a 


Quaker meeting in Whittier, Calif., is 
Nixon's home church — the only reli- 
gious institution in which he has ever 
held formal membership. 


To his church he gave, according to his 


tax returns. $230 in 1969, nothing in 1970, 
$1.000 in 1971 and nothing in 1972. 


Thus his contributions to his church av- 


eraged $315 a year over a four-year peri- 
od during which his government salary 
alone — leaving aside expense accounts, 
capital gains from real estate deals and 
other sources of income — was $200,000 a 
year. 


That figures out to about one-tenth of 1 


per cent of his salary. The biblical norm 
of a tithe is 10 per cent of income. Nor 
was there any evidence that Nixon's 
small contributions to his church were 
offset 'by generosity to other religious or 
philanthropic institutions. 


THE ONLY LARGE charitable gift he 


reported during the four-year period was 
$4,SOO to the Billy Graham Evangelistic 
Assn. The donation was made in 1970, the 
year Nixon appeared at a Graham cru- 
sade in Knoxville, Tenn. There is nothing 
in the record to show whether he made

check or in "donated services" (such as 
making a free speech). 


The total of all Nixon contributions to 


religious, charitable, educational and 
health organizations from 1969 through 
1972 came to about $13,500. During that 
period, his adjusted gross income was 
$1,122,264. So his total contributions 
amounted to about one-tenth of one per 
cent ,001 of income. 


Billy Graham, who has refused to criti- 


cize any Nixon action from war to Wa- 
tergate, was moved to say that he was 
"surprised at the small amount he re- 
ported giving to charities in relation to 
his total income." 


Others were more blunt. 
"No church could possibly survive if 


all of its members followed this type of 
practice," said the Rev. Dr. Carl 
Mclntire of Collingswood, N.J., well- 
known conservative radio preacher. "No 
minister in the country who is a pastor of 
a church dependent upon the contribu- 
tions of its members could be other than 
shocked by what came out."

SECOND, THE U.S. Jewish population 


is heavily concentrated in a few key 
states, including New York, California, 
Pennsylvania, Illinois, Ohio, Maryland 
and Florida, which have large delega- 
tions in Congress and a lot of electoral 
votes in presidential elections. 


The enormous importance of the Amer- 


ican Jewish Community to Israel is ob- 
vious in statistics compiled in the new 
Yearbook. 


American Jews now outnumber Is- 


raelis by 225 per cent. That is there are 
two and a quarter times as many Jews 
in America as there are in Israel. And 
American Jews have been quite generous 
in financial support of Israel, particular- 
ly when its existence seems threatened in 
periodic outbreaks of warfare with sur- 
rounding Arab nations. 


Total word population of Jews is esti- 


mated by the Yearbook at 14,370,650. 


AFTER THE United States, which has 


43 per cent of the total, the second larg- 
e s t Jewish 
community is Israel's 


2,723,000, followed by the Soviet Union 
with 2,648,000, France with 55;,000 Argen- 
tina with 500,000, Great Britain with 
410,000 and Canada with 305,000. 


Within the United States, the largest 


Jewish communities are found in four 
metropolitan areas: Greater New York, 
2,381,000; Los Angeles, 535,000; Phila- 
delphia, 325,000, and Miami, 200,000.

Arlington product Paul Splittorff visits area 
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Winning 20 leads to an enjoyable winter 


There's something very comfortable 


about being a 20-game winner in profes- 
sional baseball. 


It's called security. 
The guy who pitches 10 victories may 


sit home over the winter months and 
worry about his future. He keeps his 
bags packed and sits by the telephone. 
He snaps at his wife. 


The guy who wins 20 can relax. The 


balance in any bargaining rests in his 
favor. He's a winner, a big winner, a 
stopper. 


Paul Splittorff is relaxed. He's thor- 


oughly enjoying the winter months with 
his wife and two children, working as a 
sates representative for a Kansas City 
dairy company. 


Paul Splittorff is a 20-game winner for 


the Kansas City Royals of the American 
League. 


"I'll admit things have been going very 


well." stiltl the 27-year-old Splittorff 
Wednesday when he visited the area for 
a speaking engagement. "It took me a 
couple weeks to realize I actually did win 
20 games. I guess that's the dream of 
every pitcher. It certainly was the big- 
gest thrill of my career." 


Splittorff, an Arlington Jligh School 


product who starred in baseball and bas- 
ketball, now ranks as one of the key per- 
formers on the formidable Kansas City 
club. 


The Royals are short of pitching from 


the left side, and they will need big years 
from the southpaw Splittorff if they are 
to remain contenders. Kansas City trail- 
Id Oakland by only six games in 1973. 


Except for an August slump, Splittorff 


was remarkably consistent in 1973. The 
White Sox were his favorite opponents. 
He defeated them five straight times, He 
defeated every team in the league at 
least once except Boston nnd was 3-1 
against Oakland. He finished with 38 
starts. 262 Innings and a handsome 20-11 
record. 


"There were many games I like to re- 


member but nothing could really com- 
pare to the night 1 won my 20th here in 
Chicago." 
Paul says. "The weather 


wasn't bad, It was a comfortable Septem- 
ber night, and we got an early lead. I 
was going against Stan Bahnscn, who 
also was after his 20th win. 


"We were up 2-0 but they came back to 


seore a run. I really wasn't throwing that 
well, but we were scoring the runs and it 
was 6-2 when I came out in the seventh, I 
was only going to pitch seven innings re- 
gardless because they had been giving 
me every opportunity to win 20 over the 
final couple weeks. 


"I went back to the clubhouse and 


watched the rest of the game on tele- 
vision. The White Sox started to come 
back, and 1 felt kincla helpless just sit- 
ting there. Then when it was all over,

When Arlington High School 


product Fritz Peterson was bat- 
tling to hang up his 20th pitching 
victory In 1970 for the New York 
Yankees, he was asked what 
made winning 20 so Important to 
him. 


"Sure. I want to win 20." Pe- 


terson said. "Old you ever see a 
list of 19-game winners?" 


Peterson was sorry he made 


the comment. 


"Look,

crack, I got mail," he recalled 
later. "A guy sent me three type- 
written sheets with all the 19- 
game winners since 
baseball 


records started, He just wanted 
to show me there was a list." 


Peterson was 20-11 In 1970, the 


same mark thnt Paul Splittorff 
achieved in his 1973 campaign. 


WHIN PAUL Splittorff 
played his 


high school baseball at Arlington, he 
was an affective hitter and pitcher. 
As a senior, he was 6-1 on the mound 
with a 1.52 earned run average. He 
also batted .296, 
which ranked sec- 


end on the team. 


and we had won, it was the greatest feel- 
ing I've ever had," 


Splittorff didn't pick on the little guys 


in his drive to reach the 20-win plateau. 
He met and conquered some of the gi- 
ants. 


"I was hung up on No. 15 for awhile," 


he recalls, "and I think it took about four 
weeks to win 16. I got that on a shutout 
in Oakland, beating Kenny Holtzman 
who was going for his 20th, and three 
days later I shut out California and Bill 
Singer. Singer was also going for his 
20th. 


"My 18th came against the White Sox 


and Terry Porster, and we beat Texas 
and Jim Bibby for No. 19. When I won 
those two games on the West Coast, Jack 
McKeon (Royals' manager) said I would 
be going on two days rest over the last 
three starts." 


Although winning 20 games gave him 


his biggest baseball thrill, Splittorff also 
experienced a major disappointment in 
1973. He had the credentials for the All- 
Star team and fully expected to be 
named. The invitation never came. 


"That did hurt," he recalls, "because I 


was 12-5 at the break and had been told 
by Dick Williams (the American League 
manager) that I would be on the team. I 
hurt my back in New York, missed three 
starts before the All-Star game, but still 
thought I would make it. Nothing was 
made public, but Williams even told our 
sportswriters that I would be on the 
team. Then, somewhere along the line, I 
was scratched. I could have pitched, al- 
though that might have been pushing it a 
little after the injury, but just being 
named would have meant so much." 


Splittorff shook off the All-Star dis- 


appointment to shut out the White Sox in 
his first start after the Injury and then 
climbed to a snappy 15-7 mark before the 
August slump, 


"And that was quite a slump," he ad- 


mits. "It's funny because there was a 
game before that when I never had bet- 
ter stuff. I beat Wilbur Wood and the 
White Sox 3-0 and it had to be my best 
game of the year. There were only about 
three pitches that I could have been hurt 
on. I never had another day like that all 
summer. 


"The slump in August is a strange 


thing although it might be the heat. Kan- 
sas City is a tough climate to pitch in. I 
heard Bob Gibson say last summer how 
his career was helped by being with a 
team that had strong pitching. He could 
go on a five-man rotation as the season 
developed. That might even explain 
some of my late-season problems be- 
cause Kansas City had a four-man rota- 
tion. This year we have more pitching 
depth." 


Splittorff is not an overpowering type 


of pitcher and consequently his rise to 
the top was gradual. The Royals took

Paul in the 1968 free agent draft. He was 
the 355th player selected. 


He had an 8-5 record his first season 


and was promoted to Omaha of the 
American Association. He was 12-10 in 
1959 and 8-12 in 1970. He went back to 
spring training with the Royals in 1971, 
but was sent back to Omaha, a move 
that left him shaken. He gives McKeon, 
then his manager at Omaha, credit for 
helping him make the adjustment. 


"When they sent me down near the end 


of spring training, I was jolted," he re- 
calls. "Jack told me it was better to go 
back to Omaha, perfect my pitches and 
stay in the majors a long time instead of 
getting rocked before you're ready. He's 
always had the confidence in me. I'll do 
anything in the world for that man. 


"Every player feels he must rush 


things. It's a battle of time. I was 23 
then. I thought time was running out. I 
felt I should get up here or find some- 
thing else to do. You feel you have to 
move up a level a year in the minors. I 
was getting to the point where I was get- 


ting anxious, but it's all worked out 
now." 


It's worked out so well that Splittorff 


now has 40 career wins and is an estab- 
lished professional who can even balk at 
salary negotiations. You know he's 
ar- 


rived then. 
• 


"No, I haven't signed," he says, 
"and 


to be perfectly honest, we've got a long 
way to go. We're far apart. I've asked 
for a good raise but I'm not too worried 
about that yet. We've only really talked 
once." 


Splittorff should let his pitching coach 


sit in on any salary discussions. Galen 
Cisco, who works with the Royals' 
mound staff, is extremely high on, the 
6-foot-3, 210-pound lefthander. 


"Paul, to put it simply, is a pitcher," 


says Cisco. "He doesn't have real over- 
powering stuff that some pitchers have, 
but he's smart. He won't get himself in 
trouble. He'll challenge the hitters and 
he's always thinking. That may be the 
key to it all — the thinking. Paul 
Splittorff could be a big winner for a long 
time."

"Without

baseball I wouldn't be in the big 
leagues today," said Kansas City 
Royals' star 
Paul 
Splittorff, 


when hearing of the decision. 


Merle 
Guild Post 208 an- 


nounced on Tuesday, Nov. 
27, 


that it was dropping the 
pro- 


gram, a decision reached by a 
vote of members on Tuesday, 
Nov. 
13. An internal squabble 


forced the issue. 


Splittorff was a standout pitch- 


er on the 1965 Arlington legion 
team that finished fifth in the na- 
tion. His exposure at the national 
finals led to his attending Morn- 
i n g s i d e College (Sioux City, 
Iowa), and it was here that he 
began his climb to the pro ranks. 


"When I went to that national 


tournament, I honestly didn't 
have any plans to go to any par- 
ticular college," Paul recalled 
Wednesday in his visit to the 
Herald office. "I didn't know 
what I was going to do, but 
thanks to Lloyd Meyer, who rec- 


ommended me to the Morn- 
ingside coach, a tourney umpire, 
I got that chance. 


"It's 
a shame that Arlington 


should be hurt because it appar- 
ently has a weak American Le- 
gion Post. It seems that a town, 
as financially stable as Arlington 
Heights, a town that proved it 
could support a team with 17,000 
population, should be able to sup- 
port one with 75,000. 


"And I know how great Lloyd 


Meyer has been to me. He's a 
tremendous coach. If a kid has 
the opportunity to play for him, 
he can be sure he'll have ex- 
cellent instruction. Lloyd doesn't 
do anything halfway. He wants to 
do it right. His record speaks for 
itself." 


Splittorff hopes that something 


can be worked out to ensure that 
Arlington Heights has an Ameri- 
can Legion baseball program. 


"I'm one person who definitely 


has benefitted from the 
pro- 


gram," he emphasized, 
"but 


there have been so many others. 
Think of all the boys who have 
been helped to get into college, 
through legion baseball. 


"The kids are going to be the 


ones who lose by all this, and it 
just shouldn't be that way!"

Division-leading teams In both the 


North and South will put their records on 
the line tonight as the Mid-Suburban 
League engages In cross-over action. 
Five Inter-division games will be played 
with thee matchups In particular draw- 
ing special interest. 


Conant will take Its 6-0 record up North 


to the home of the Hersey Huskies, who 
are tied with Wheeling at 5-i atop their 
division. The Wheeling Wildcats will host 
Forest View and the Falcons' 4-2 record, 
while Prospect, also at 4-2 in the South, 
will journey to Palatine (2-4). 


Forest View and Prospect must win if 


they expect to make up any ground on 
the division-leading Cougars, and the Pi- 
rates of Palatine, with a current three- 
game winning streak, arc certainly more 
than mere spoilers at this point. 


Buffalo Grove (0-6) will again try to 


win their first game, this time at Fremd 
(24), and Elk Grove (2-4) will trek to 
Rolling Meadows (1-5), as both teams at- 
tempt to get back on the winning track. 


Arlington (S-2) plays a nonconference 


game at Taylorville on Saturday, while 
Schaumburg (1-6) Is idle this weekend. 


All games will begin at approximately 


8:00 p.m.

CONANT AT HERSEY 


Conant coach Dick Redlinger recog- 


nizes the game with the Huskies as per- 
haps the most crucial contest of the sea- 
son. 


"I told the kids that if we can beat 


Hersey, we will be sitting in the driver's 
seat with a clean slate of North division 
games," the coach said. 


There doesn't seem to be any doubt 


that the match at Hersey Friday will be 
the Cougars' toughest test thus far on 
their MSL schedule. They'll be putting a 
6-0 conference record on the line against 


. a team with the same dimensions as the 
• Cougars. 


"Our style of ball is about the same," 


Redlinger pointed out. "They try to get 
the ball inside to (Dave) Corzine, and we 
try to get the ball to our big men. We 
play zone, they play zone. If we don't 
have a big lead early, we pass up the 
fastbreak opportunities. Hersey is the 
same way. Our big men don't always get 
down the eourt too well. 


"We plan to play Corzine normal — 


our regular zone." the Conant coach con- 
tinued. "You know, Steve Irion only 
gives up three inches to Corzine. Irion is 
a good boy. It'll take <a perfect lob pass 
to get the ball to their big man." 


Besides Irlon's defensive play on Cor- 


zine. Redlinger will be watching Roger 
Sander. "His rebounding will be the 


- key," the coach noted. 


Redlinger sees it as a close game, "It 


will be a matter of who makes the least 
turnovers and who takes the best shots. 
And fouls could be a factor. If Corzine 
gets in foul trouble, or If Irion does, it 
could decide it. 


"It's just the way the ball bounces Fri- 


day night." Sedlinger concluded. 


The ball bounced Mersey's way last 


week in its impressive victory over Ar- 
lington, and according to head coach Ro- 
ger Stelngraber, the momentum has car- 
ried over to the practice floor. 


"We've had good, spirited practices. 


That game was important to us because 
it came in the face of some adversity, 
what with (Clyde) Glass out with his 
ankle injury. (Dave) Corzine coming 
back from the flu and our team down by 
11 after the first quarter." 


Glass, Hersey's 6-foot-5 soph muscle- 


man, is stili doubtful for tonight's game 
although he has been working out by run- 
ning and shooting on his own. 


If Clyde is still unable to play, 


Stelngraber will go with Rich Madison,

FOREST VIEW AT WHEELING 


The Forest View Falcons are still 


hanging in there in the South with a 4-2 
record, and their 11-4 overall mark is 
second-best in the conference. Yet, Co- 
nant is up on top with a two-game lead 
on Ted Wissen's Falcons, and the Cou- 
gars seem to be invincible. Forest View 
must win, win, win. 


Wissen knows what lies ahead for his 


team in the weeks to come. And first of 
all, they must invade the Wheeling Wild- 
cats' home court. 


"This game is going to be a tough 


one," Wissen predicted. "Wheeling is 
high-flying, tied for their division lead. 
They're going good." 


Asked to compare his team with the 


Wildcats, Wissen remarked: 
"They're 


better shooters than we are — they've 
got five really good shooters. They're a 
shade taller than we are, and they jump 
real well. Plus, they're quick." 


How will the Falcons win? "Well just 


play our regular game," Wissen said. 


That just might be enough. When the 


quick Falcons get their fast break work- 
ing, they can be unstoppable, as when 
they beat Arlington several weeks ago. 
And their scrappy full-court press almost 
always produces beneficial results, forc- 
ing opponents into costly turnovers. 


Wissen's starting five — Mark Riisso, 


Kurt Haaland, Larry Monroe, Craig 
Brlnkman and Mike Meyer — are a well- 
oiled machine on the court. Not one of 
them is taller than 6-foot-3, but they put 
to good advantage their quickness and 
modest height. They have proved time 
and again that they can handle bigger 
teams. 


The Falcons' main concern will be 


Wheeling's scoring ace, George Kaage. 
The big Wildcat has an 18-point average 
in league games. "I don't know if we can 
stop him," admitted Wissen. "We'll just 
play him regular. If we go man-to-man, 
Haaland will take him." 


The Forest View coach concluded em- 


phatically, "We can't afford to lose any- 
more. If we want to stay in there, wfe 
have to win all our conference games." 


Just about each week of the season has 


seen at least one surprising outcome. 
Wheeling has already been involved in 
two such games — being beaten badly by 
Arlington and then whipping Hersey. 


The last thing Wildcat Coach Ted Eck- 


cr wants is a loss to Forest View. He 
knows only too well that arch-rival Ar- 
lington's stunning loss to the Falcons 
might eventually cost the Cards the 
North Division championship. 


Wheeling presently looks like the 


strongest, most well-balanced team in 
the North. A victory tonight could possi- 
bly put the Wildcats all alone in first 
place. That is, if powerful Conant helps 
out by beating Hersey. 


"I'm impressed with them,'' says Eek- 


er of the Falcons. "They're about the 
same as we are in terms of playing the 
game." 


Those who have seen both teams be- 


lieve the best press will determine the 
outcome. Going hand and hand with 
Wheeling's pressure tactics is the su- 


preme confidence with which Ecker utili- 
zes his bench. "I like to feel we've got 
good depth," he says. 


The 'Cats appear to have more depth 


than Forest View. Two of their most im- 
pressive substitutes recently have been 
Mike Hallstrom and Mike Brzuszkiewicz. 


Wheeling's usnal fearsome fivesome 


will be starting — Bob Westrlch, Scott 
Kcenan, Bill Pickler, Bill Kenney and 
Kaage. 


PROSPECT AT PALATINE 


With three straight well-played ball 


games, Prospect has overcome the im- 
maturity and inexperience that once 
characterized its youthful squad. 


"I think we're beginning to show some 


consistency," Knight head coach Bill 
Slayton offered, after having walloped 
Forest View and Buffalo Grove while suf- 
fering a heartbreaking one-point loss to 
highly-regarded LaGrange on a desper- 
ation 30-footer at the buzzer. 


Palatine's veteran lineup should hold a

"They certainly are scrappy and aggres- 
sive," Slayton noted, "and they've had 
success with their style of ball. It would 
appear that they're doing better than 
their record indicates." 


The Knights will start a quintet of cen- 


ter Paul Withey, forwards Al Black and 
Bob Thompson, and guards Jim Ander- 
son and Mike Qnade. 


But Slayton also houses a group of 


"specialists" on the bench, if the appro- 
priate situation occurs. Dave Wood is an 
offensive threat should the need to play 
catch-up arise, Doug Bonthron—at 6-foot- 
6 — is a capable rebounder and Mike 
Tyre is a third guard that offers the 
Knights quickness in the backcourt. 


"We've been playing with our backs 


against the wall after losing our first two 
games and I think we've grown accus- 
tomed to playing under those circum- 
stances," says Slayton, who will obvious- 
ly be keeping an eye on the Hersey-Co- 
nant clash. The Knights trail the Cougars 
by two games in the South standings. 


The Pirates also seem to be making 


their move, nursing a modest three-game 
winning streak and enjoying the heady 
feeling of being at the .500 mark (5-5). 


However, those three victories have 


come 
against opponents 
with poor 


records — Frcmd (6-10), Glenbrook 
South (4-9) and Rolling Meadows (4-11). 
The same might be said of Prospect, 
presently owning a 4-9 record, but it 
wouldn't be true. The Knights are consid- 
ered the best team in the MSL with a 
losing record by Palatine coach Ron Fin- 
frock. 


"Prospect is an excellent team," he 


says, citing the Knights' overall schedule 
as being possibly the most rugged of any 
in the MSL. "Their big kids are starting 
to work a little better." 


The same is true for Finfrock's "big" 


kids. Though he has one of the shortest 
teams in the league, his starting five — 
Jim Arden, Scott Cole, Jim Maycan, Joe 
Lillibridge and Steve Haley — has been 
unbeatable in January. The pirate coach 
says of Haley and super sixth man Mark 
Mara: 


"He's (Haley) just doing a heck of a 


job for us. When he's hitting the board, 
you know it's him ... 


"Mark's only been playing about three 


quarters (with 24 and 21 points in his last 
two games). When he comes into the ball 
game, we seem to get a lift." 


Palatine may need all the lifts it can 


get tonight against this fast-improving 
Knight team. The Pirates' goal of a 6-0 
months, presently at the halfway point, 
will probably receive its sternest test. 
ELK GROVE AT ROLLING MEADOWS 
Rolling Meadows head coach Ken Ar- 


neson admits he has the highest respect 
for Elk Grove's one-man gang, Ken Pol- 
litz. But Arneson also admires the talents 
of the Grenadiers' complementing quar- 
tet. 


"Obviously Pollitz will be a big prob- 


lem for us. We don't have anyone who 
can match him physically, but 'their oth- 
er help isn't bad either. 


"It seems like they always have a 


•few others in double figures with Pollitz, 
so I don't feel sorry for their lack of bal- 
ance. It's like saying Conant has poor 
guards, but try to press them and they'll 
do the job on you." 


Arneson expects his front line to get a 


severe workout Friday night by the pene- 
trating Pollitz^ and it worries the veteran 
coach. 


"We've been plagued by the inconsist- 


ency of our big kids," he said. "We've 
been doing a decent job on the boards for 
our size, but our scoring has been up and 
down. We've been going dry in crucial 
spots." 


While Palatine ran off a couple of of- 


fensive spurts that spelled Rolling Mead-' 
ows' 79-64 defeat last week, Arneson was 
very pleased with the results of the half- 
court press he threw at the Pirates that 
sliced a 19-point deficit to eight in about 
a minute. 


"It's nice to have, but it really doesn't 


do you much good when you fall 20 points 
down in the fourth quarter. I think we 
proved it can be effective, so if we can 
stay close to someone, we may use it 
again." 


Elk Grove may look a little taller to 


the Mustangs tonight. 


After starting three 5-10 players the 


past few games, Coach Bill Parmentier 
may bench one in favor of either Jeff 
Smith (6-5) or Tom Staddler (6-1) be- 
cause they've "been looking pretty good" 
and "have to be given consideration."

Company-owned stations getting more gas: independents 


A Herald Staff Report 


Some local gasoline dealers are charg- 


ing their major oil company suppliers 
vith favoritism in gas allocations to com- 
pany-owned stations, according to a Her- 
ald survey of gasoline retailers. 


Many station osvners have said they 


are facing severe cutbacks while com- 
pany stations, often coupled with "mini 
stores" or ear washes, are getting a bet- 
tec shake In the distribution of available 
supplies. 


Some dealers said there is serious talk 


of picketing company stations to show 
their displeasure. 


THE PLIGHT OK two independent op- 


erators in the Northwest suburbs in com- 
parison to company operations is, per- 
haps, representative of this situation. 
Similar situations were discovered with 
other major oil companies and their 
treatment of independents vs. new com- 
pany-owned outlets. 


William Rim, who owns W.K.P. Citgo, 


DCS Plaines, has been in business about 
a year-and-a-half, but may be forced out 
in five weeks because he isn't selling 
enough gasoline. The reason he can't sell 
enough is obvious to him: he can't get 
enough. 


"I'm 
just one of many stations thai 


may not get their leases with the com- 
pany renewed. It seems they're going to 
just keep the big pumpers," Rizzo said. 


He says he is receiving about 18,000 


gallons a month. He said the company 
said he was not selling enough to make it 
worthwhile for them to supply his sta- 
tion, but it is the company itself that lim- 
its him to ifi.OOO gallons. 


His station has fallen into that grey 


area of "marginal operations" the com- 
panies want to phase out a's being un- 
profitable. 


"I guess they figure they would rather 


have one guy selling 100,000 gallons a 
month, rather than 10 stations each doing 
10,000 gallons," he said. 


"I don't pretend to know what any one 


else's allotment is, but I don't see any 
'out of gas' signs in front of their 
pumps," Rizzo said. 


COMPANY-OWNED Citgo Quick-Mart, 


in neighboring Park Ridge, is not worry- 
ing about allocations, according to man- 
ager George Abbatte. 


"We get as much gas as we pump," 


Abbatte said. 


He estimated the station, which is open 


15 hours a clay, will pump 125,000 gallons 


this month He said he gets as much 
gasoline as he needs and does not limit 
purchases by customers 


He said Ins operation is not unique He 


claimed other company stations were not 
being limited either. 


CITGO TELLS another story. 
Regional price co-ordinator for Citgo, 


William Fiffner discounted reports of 
stations being forced out for not meeting 
a set standard. 


"I've never heard that one before I'll 


have to tell our market services about 
it," FifEner said 


Ho said all stations, whether leasee or 


company operated, were allocated on 
"the same relationship." 


"There's no difference" in their treat- 


ment, he said. 


GEORGE WARNER, Citgo's director 


of market services, reacted as did Fiff- 
ner initially, "I haven't heard this,'' he 
said of easing out the small dealers who 
don't meet the limit. 


He said, "It's all on allocation, both 


leasee and company stations." 


Warner said allocation figures were 


based upon what a particular station sold 
in the same month last year. He said in

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Planners reject 
940-unit complex 
annexation plea

Annexation of a 940-unit development 


on the ns-acre Hank Farm in unincorpo- 
"ated Lake County into Buffalo Grove 
has teen rejected overwhelmingly by the 
plan commission. 


Planners OK 
Hawthorn site 
lor 420 homes 


A plan calling for -120 homes on the 


Hawthorn property in Buffalo Grove has 
been approved by the village's plan com- 
mission, subject to the park district and 
developer reaching an agreement on the 
amount of park land to be donated. 


According to a village resolution, the 


developer, Centex Homes Corp., should 
provide 8.3 acres for recreation pur- 
poses. Through a misunderstanding be- 
tween Centex and the park district, it ap- 
pears the park donation could be about 
three acres short of the amount called 
for in the resolution, 


Morton Kaplan, an attorney for Cen- 


tex, yesterday said the firm will meet 
with the park district to solve the prob- 
lem. He said Centex is prepared to pro- 
vide whatever is called for in the resolu- 
tion. 


THE PLAN commission Wednesday 


night approved the development by a 3-2 
margin. Commissioners Howard Men- 
denhall and Burt Harris opposed it be- 
cause of the park donation question. Both 
said they feel the matter should be re- 
solved before the commission makes a 
recommendation to the village board. 


Centex recently purchased 57 acres of 


the 124-aere development. The previous 
owners of the property, the Richards 
Group and Tekton Corp., will either sell 
or develop the remainder of the property 
themselves. 


Last spring the village board approved 


the project, which calls for 1.234 units. 
Tukton and the Richards Group had 
planned to build apartments, townhouses 
and mutti-plex units on the site. 


In its original presentation several 


months ago. Centex proposed 536 town- 
houses for its property. The plan, how- 
ever, was revised after several members 
of the plan commission requested more 
variety in the types of homes. 


The revised plan calls for 134 cluster 


single-family homes and 266 townhouses, 
a reduction of 116 homes. 


Art Gingold, president of the Richards 


Group, said recently his company sold 
part of the property because of "corpo- 
rate reasons." He said a "tough building 
year" was the main reason part of the 
property was sold. 


PHIL SHERIDAN, marketing director 


for the firm, said the project was a "high 
risk" one and was vulnerable to price 
increases. The recent rise in construction 
costs would have made the project diffi- 
cult to build while still realizing an ade- 
quate profit. 


In addition. Sheridan said the mort- 


gage market is poor, making it difficult 
for potential buyers to get loans. These 
factors will decide whether the firm de- 
cides to develop the land it still owns, he 
added. 
\ 


In the annexation agreement, the de- 


veloper agreed to donate a ID-acre school 
site. Even though part of the land has 
been sold, the donation must still be 
made. 


The entire 124 acres is expected to gen- 


erate nearly 4,000 persons, including 700 
students. 


The 
commission 
Wednesday 
night 


turned down the request by a 5-0 vote. 
Centex Homes Corp. bad requested per- 
mission to build 580 townhouses and 380 
condominiums on the site, north of Chevy 
Chase Country Club. 


Along with the Hank Farm devel- 


opment, the commission 
also 
turned 


down a request for annexation and multi- 
family zoning for a 12-acre tract to the 
west and a five-acre commercial area 
fronting on Milwaukee Avenue. 


The commission rejected the devel- 


opment primarily because it does not 
meet the village's planned unit devel- 
opment ordinance in regard to rear and 
side yard requirements. 


THE COMMISSIONERS also said they 


were opposed to zoning the 12-acre tract 
for multi-family use because it was con- 
trary to the village master plan which 
calls for industrial development. Because 
the village has never received documents 
from 
the 
Soo Line R.R. or Com- 


monwealth Edison stating the village can 
annex its rights-of-way, the commission 
said the annexation should not be ap- 
proved. 


The rights-of-way are necessary to con- 


nect the Hank Farm with the existing 
village, which is a legal requirement. 
Village Mgr. Daniel Larson said yester- 
day, however, it is common practice for 
municipalities to annex right-of-ways and 
then notify the companies of it. Prior 
permission is not usually necessary, he 
said. 


Another reason the plan commission 


opposed the annexation was because the 
water and sewer facilities in the devel- 
opment would be provided by Lake Coun- 
ty instead of by the village. Having the 
project hooked into different systems 
from the rest of the village would create 
problems, the commission said. 


Larson said yesterday, however, if the 


project is annexed, the village by law 
would have to supply water because of 
conditions stated in its water bond ordi- 
nance, The sewer facilities would be pro- 
vided by the county as is the case with 
Lake County homes which are now in the 
village, he said. 


ACCORDING TO Lake County Public 


Works Director Robert Deegan, the coun- 
ty has already installed water 
lines 


across the area and should supply the 
water. Deegan opposes the annexation of 
the project to Buffalo Grove. 


Comr. Burt Harris said one reason he 


opposes the project is because Centex 
plans to build a two-lane road where he 
feels traffic will warrant four lanes. The 
developer said other roads to be devel- 
oped in the near future will make a four- 
lane road unnecessary. 


Comr. Howard Mendenhall said he is 


concerned because of the distance the de-

Officials defend ambulance recall 
'We made Hulett play God': mayor

Elk Grove Village President Charles 


Zettek yesterday said the village board 
put Fire Chief Allen Hulett in the "un- 
tenable position of having to play God." 


Zettek and Hulett at a press conference 


yesterday faced about 50 reporters and 
TV crew members who bombarded them 
with questions about the circumstances 
of an Elk Grove Township woman's 
death Jan. 6. 


"We told the fire chief to uphold our 


village policy of not providing service to 
unncorporated areas unless it is con- 
tracted for; and then said, but in a life- 
or-death situation you decide what to 
do," Zettek said. 


"We told him, you play God with very 


limited information," Zettek added 


Zettek had called the conference to al- 


low questioning of Hulett and village offi- 
cials to announce a policy change so that 
people in unincorporated areas will gel 
ambulance help on a serve first-bill-lat- 
er basis, and to urge support of a rural 
aid bill. 


The announcements came in the after- 


math of a tragic story that, began with 
the Jan. 6 death of Mrs. Gary (Jean) 
Pettee, 36, of 277 Martha St., in unin- 
corporated 
Elk Grove Township. The 


mother of five, eight months pregnant 
with her sixth child, died of a massive 
blood clot in her lungs. 


PETTEE HAD contracted for fire and 


ambulance service with the Roselle Fire 
Department although he lived lust blocks 
from the Elk Grove Village deparment. 
He called Elk Grove police for help when 
his wife collapsed after feeling ill all 
day. 


Elk Grove ambulance tapes released 


Elk Grove Fire Chief Allen Hulett 


knew only that a dying Elk Grove Town- 
ship woman was "having convulsions or 
a miscarriage" when he made the deci- 
sion to recall a village ambulance on the 
way to her home. 


According to tapes of emergency calls 


of the incident played at yesterday's 
press conference, Hulett heard an alarm 
go out for an ambulance to be sent to 277 
Martha. "Convulsions" was the medical 
information 
given with 
the original 


alarm.

Twenty-seven seconds later additional 


Zettek said the village called the con- 


ference 
because 
nationwide publicity 


since the tragedy has pictured the village 
as turning down a husband's plea for 
help for. his dying wife, because that help 
was not paid for in advance. 


Some newsmen yesterday asked Hulett 


if he was placing a dollar value on a 
dying woman's life and if his action in 
recalling the ambulance was deliberate 
to teach people who don't contract for 
service a lesson. 


After Hulett stated he recalled the am- 


bulance and referred the call to Boselle 
according to department policy, a tele- 
vision newscaster asked Hulett, "Is that 
when you said, 'Maybe this will teach 
them to pay their $42 (for protect-

call to the Roselle Department. It's a de- 
cision that is made hundreds of times in 
other departments and one we've had to 
make here before, he said. 


ZETTEK SAID the village will no long-

THE OWNER OF the Hank Farm, pri- 


or to giving Centex an option to buy, 
agreed to donate $39,000 to Aptakisic- 
Tripp School Dist.

under Lake County zoning. The project 
has already been approved by the Lake 
County Board, thus the project could be 
built in the county should the village 
board reject it. 


Several members of the village board 


recently said the project should not be 
annexed unless Centex agrees to the ad- 
ditional donations. Other members, how- 
ever, said while they favor negotiating 
for the donations, they will. not vote 
against annexation should Centex contin- 
ue to refuse, 


Larson said if the project is built under 


county zoning it could turn out to be a 
liability for the village because it may be 
called on to provide some of its services. 
For that reason, he said it should be an- 
nexed to the village. 


The plan commission's recommenda- 


tion goes to the village board, which will 
decide whether the project will be an- 
nexed. Kaplan said Centex will wait for 
the village board's decision before it will 
consider building it under county zoning.

will not be locked out of her Wheeling 
apartment for withholding January rent 
to protest unsanitary living conditions. 


The Herald reported yesterday that 


Mrs. LaCaeyse was being threatened 
with a lockout because she was withhold- 
ing her rent. The matter came to the 
attention of village officials at a board 
accountability session Tuesday night. 


Bepairraen yesterday began work on a 


leaky pipe that had caused the ceiling in 
the Wildwood Apartments bathroom to 
collapse. Mrs. LaCaeyse then agreed to 
pay her vent, but late yesterday after- 
noon, on the advice of her attorney, said 
she would wait until the work is com- 
pleted before turning in the check. 


The settlement, however, will not af- 


fect Mrs. LaCaeyse's water, which has 
been coming out of the faucets black 
since she moved into the apartment July 
1 Despite this problem she said she was 
willing to pay the rent "to have peace." 


WHETHER I THINK it is reasonable

sion to release the rent after her landlord 
Donald Bundeson called her yesterday. 
She said she had been trying to contact 
Bundeson for the past several months 
about the dirty water and later the bath- 
room leak. 


"I have made at least eight different 


attempts to get hold of him," she said. "I 
couldn't believe when he first identified 
himself on the phone that it was he." 


When Bundeson called, after being con- 


tacted by a Herald reporter, Mrs. La- 
Caeyse said he offered to release her 
from her lease at her convenience if she 
would pay the January rent. She said she 
agreed to his offer, which included using 
her security deposit for her final month's 
rent. 


FOR THE PAST few days, Mrs. La- 


Caeyse has been living under the threat 
that she would be locked out of her 
apartment and then evicted. She said she 
lost 2% days pay because of the situ- 
ation, in addition to lawyer's fees. 


Bundeson said he made his offer de- 


spite the fact that he thinks Mrs. La- 
Caeyse was being unreasonable. He de- 
scribed her as a chronic complainer who 
has "been trouble ever since she's been 
in here." He admitted, however, he had 
never talked to Mrs. LaCaeyse about the 
problems. 


The landlord said he had been trying to 


fix the leak in the bathroom ceiling for 
several days, but had been unable to get 
a plumber to do the job. "People don't 
understand how impossible it is to deal 
with tradesmen," he said. 


Bundeson said the dirty black water 


coming from Mrs. LaCaeyse's tap is a 
problem in the village water system. He 
said the murky water comes from the 
village well and enters his buildings in 
that condition. 


VILLAGE MGR. George Passolt, how- 


ever, said village water department offi- 
cials flushed the hydrant that serves the 
building and found that water to be 
clear. "It's in the building," he said of 
the problem. "The plumbing is apparent- 
ly real bad." 
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Passolt said the village is having the 


water tested for possible health code vio- 
lations.He said that if the water proves 
to be unhealthy, the matter will be 
turned over to the village sanitarian. 


Because of the water, Mrs. LaCaey.se 


said she has been unable to bathe, make 
coffee or wash dishes. "My son had to 
bring me some water so I could make 
coffee," she said. "The same is with 
bathing. I have to go to my son's house 
to take a bath." 


When informed of the village's findings 


on the water, Bundeson said, "If that's 
not true, I'm going to nail somebody to 
the cross." 


Bundeson said he had not wanted to 


threaten Mrs.LaCaeyse with eviction, but 
he said she had technically terminated 
her lease when she stopped payment on 
her rent check. "I'm supposed to put a 
lock on the door as soon as they stop 
payment," he said. "All I wanted to do is 
get the rent."

Some local gasoline dealers are charg- 


ing their major oil company suppliers 
-vith favoritism in gas allocations to com- 
pany-owned stations, according to a Her- 
ald survey of gasoline retailers. 


Many station owners have said they 


are facing severe cutbacks while com- 
pany stations, often coupled with "mini 
stores" or car washes, are getting a bet- 
ter shake in the distribution of available 
supplies. 


Some dealers said there is serious talk 


of picketing company stations to show 
their displeasure. 


THE PLIGHT OF two independent op- 


erators in the Northwest suburbs in com- 
parison to company operations is, per- 
haps, representative of this situation. 
Similar situations were discovered with 
other major oil companies and their 
treatment of independents vs. new com- 
pany-owned outlets. 


William Rizzo, who owns W.K.P. Citgo, 


Des Plaines, has been in business about 
a year-and-a-half, but may be forced out 
in five weeks because he isn't selling 
enough gasoline. The reason he can't sell 
enough is obvious to him: he can't get 
enough. 


"I'm just one of many stations that 


may not get their leases wilh^lhe com- 
pany renewed. It seems they're going to 
just keep the big pumpers," Rizzo said. 


He says he is receiving about 18,000 


gallons a month. He said the company 
said he was not selling enough to make it 
worthwhile tor them to supply his sta- 
tion, but it is the company itself that lim- 
its him to 1(1,000 gallons. 


His station has fallen into thai grey 


area of "marginal operations" the com- 
panies want to phase out as being un- 
profitable. 


"I guess they figure they would rather 


have one guy selling 100,000 gallons a 
month, rather than JO stations each doing 
10,000 gallons,'1 he said 


"I don't pretend to know what any one 


else's allotment is, but I don't see any 
'out of gas' signs in Ironl of their 
pumps," Rizzo said.

response to Barnes' request that the 
board accept mediation from the Cook 
County superintendent's office.

Des Plaines man killed, 
five hurt in auto crash

rscall an Elk Grove Village ambulance on its way 
to an emergency outside of the village's protection 


district. At a press conference yesterday, Village 
Pres. Charles Zettek, bottom left, took full respon- 
sibility for the policy that justified Hulett's deci- 


sion. Village Mgr. Charles Willis used a chart to 
show the time sequence of the emergency. 


A 17-year-old youth was charged with 


involuntary manslaughter yesterday in 
connection with a fatal auto accident at 
Oakton and 
Oxford streets in Des 


Plaines. 


A DCS Plaines man was killed and five 


other persons were injured in the acci- 
dent. Two of the persons have been listed 
in serious condition. All of the injured 
were taken to Holy Family and Lutheran 
General hospitals. Among those injured 
were the youth who w.ts charged and a 
passenger in his car. 


Witnesses told police the 17-year-old, 


who was driving a yellow Camaro, was 
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traveling westbound on Oakton Street at 
a high rate of speed, when he slammed 
into a car driven by the dead man, who 
was turning onto Oakton from Oxford. 
The man was pronounced dead on arriv-

being withheld pending notification of 
relatives. 


The impact of the collision hurled the 


dead man's auto, a late-model Chevrolet 
sedan, across Oakton Street and it landed 
on thu shoulder on the south side of the 
road, a witness said. 


THREE OTHER persons riding in the 


man's auto were also hospitalized. Police 
are also withholding their identities. In 
addition to the involuntary manslaughter 
charge, the youth was also ciled for driv- 
ing too fast for conditions, and driving 
without a license.

6We made Hulett play God': mayor

Elk Grove Village President Charles 


Zottek yesterday said the village board 
put Fire Chief Allen Hulett in the "un- 
tenable position of having to play God." 


Zettek and Hulett at a press conference 


yesterday faced about 50 reporters and 
TV crew members who bombarded them 
with questions about the circumstances 
of an Elk Grove Township woman's 
death Jan. 6. 


"We told the fire chief to uphold our 


village policy of not providing servicp to 
unncorporated areas unless it is con- 
tracted for; and then said, but in a lifc- 
or-death situation you decide what to 
do." Zetlek said. 


"We told him, you play God with very 


limited information," Zettek added 


Zettek had called the conference to al- 


low questioning of Hulett and village ofti- 
cials to announce a policy change so that 
people in unincorporated areas will set 
ambulance help on a serve iirst-bill-lat- 
er basis, and to urge support of a rural 
aid bill. 


The announcements came in the after- 


math of a tragic story that began with 
the Jan. 6 death of Mrs. Gary (Jean) 
Pettee, 36, of 277 Martha St, in unin- 
corporated Elk Grove Township. The 
mother of five, eight months pregnant 
with her sixth child, died ot a .massive 
blood clot in her lungs. 


PETTEE HAD contracted for fire and 


ambulance service with the Roselle Fii u 
Department although he lived just blocks 
from the Elk Grove Village deparment 
He called Elk Grove police for help when 
his wive collapsed after feeling ill all 
day. 


Elk Grove ambulance tapes released 


Elk Grove Fire Chief Allen Hulett 


knew only that a dying Elk Grove Town- 
ship woman was "having convulsions or 
a miscarriage" when he made the deci- 
sion to recall a village ambulance on the 
way to her home. 


According to tapes of emergency calls 


of the incident played at yesterday's 
press conference, Hulett heard an alarm 
go oul for an ambulance to be sent to 277 
Martha. "Convulsions" was the medical 
information 
given 
with 
the 
original 


alarm. 


Twenty-seven seconds later additional 


Zetlek said the village called the con- 


ference 
because 
nationwide 
publicity 


since the tragedy has pictured Hie village 
as turning down a husband's plea for 
help for his dying wife, because that help 
was not paid for in advance. 


Some newsmen yesterday asked Hulett 


if he was placing a dollar value on a 
dying woman's life and if his action in 
lecalling Ihe ambulance was deliberate 
to teach people who don't contract for 
service a lesson. 


After Hulett stated he recalled Ihe am- 


bulance and referred the call to Roselle 
according to department policy, a tele- 
vision newscaster asked Hulett, "Is that 
when you said, 'Maybe this will leach 
them to pay their $42 (for 
protect- 


ion). ' ?" 


Huletl's emphatic denial and agrce- 


informalion came to Hulett from the Elk 
Grove Village Police Department that 
Gary Pettee believed his wife was 
"hav- 


ing a miscarriage." 


According to the transcripts of the 


tapes, 15 seconds later Hulett recalled 
the ambulance and referred the call to 
Roselle Fire Protection District. The 
transmission to Roselle was1 "This is 
Elk Grove Fire Department. You have a 
miscarriage at 277 Martha." 


Tapes also were played of Petlee's 


original call for help. After dialing an

"I made a decision to relay the Pettee 


call to the Roselle Department. It's a de- 
cision that is made hundreds of times _m 
other departments and one we've had to 
make here before, he said. 


ZETTEK SAID the village will no long- 


er argue boundaries or legalities with the 
homeowners in nearby unincorporated 
areas but will serve them on a serve 
now-pay later plan. Charges will be 
based on service rendered, he said.

sultants, was scheduled to be discussed 
last night by the citizens' advisory com- 
mittee which the college has formed to 


Bonds contract 
is awarded 
for Cougarena 


A group of Chicago financial in- 


stitutions headed by the LaSalle National 
Bank was awarded the contract to sell 
$3.9 million in bonds for the proposed 
sports stadium in Rosemont. 


Edward Benjamin, the village's finan- 


cial consultant, said the LaSalle group 
included First State Bank of Chicago, 
Parkway Bank and Trust Co. and the Co- 
lonial Bank and Trust Co. The groups 
submitted an interest bid of 4.9 per cent 
for the bonds. 


Benjamin said one other group also 


submitted bids for bonds. The funds will 
be used to acquire land at Mannheim 
Road and Lunt Avenue for the arena, 
which carries a $20 million price tag. 


"We were very pleased with the 


bids and the entire procedure," Ben- 
jamin said. 


He indicated that a full report from 


other consultants and the stadium archi- 
tect on the project will be received by 
the end of the month. 


The stadium will become the home of 


the Chicago Cougars of the World Hock- 
ey Assn. A number of promoters have 
also inquired about reserving dates for 
the facility. 


help with site selection. 


THE COLLEGE board has said it in- 


tends to choose between the two pro- 
posed sites Feb. 19. A public hearing on 
the two sites will be held Feb. 6. 


The consultants' report also states <that 


the average difference in traveling time 
for students going to the two campuses 
from communities in Maine and Niles 
townships will be about 2'/2 minutes. The 
interim site in Morton Grove is more 
centrally located in the two-township 
area and average traveling time to that 
campus is listed as 13.03 minutes by the 
consultants. 


The average traveling time to the Des 


Plaines River site is 15.52 minutes, ac- 
cording to the consultants. The river site 
is located in the northwest corner of -the 
college district. 


Architectural advantages listed for the 


interim site include the facts that the 
campus is located close to the center of 
population served by the college and that 
its location in the middle of an industrial 
park will help vocational programs at 
the school. 


ADVANTAGES LISTED for the river 


site include the fact that it is large 
enough to give room for expansion, 
would have entrance roads from both 
Golf and Central roads, and has a wood- 
ed area for use for recreational pro- 
grams. 


Disadvantages listed by the consultants 


for the river site include the fact that 
parts of it are in the Des Plaines River 
flood plain, that utilities will have to be 
extended to serve the area and that the 
land has a high water table. 


Disadvantages listed for the interim 


site include the fact 'that heavy traffic 
along Oakton Street makes it difficult to 
get in and out of the campus, that the 
industrial park provides a poor aesthetic 
environment and that the site is too 
small to provide adequate parking and 
athletic fields. 


Other factors reported by the con- 


sultants include the fact that the owners 
of the interim campus are "generally 
negative" about selling their land, while 
owners of the property on the Des 
Plaines river are "generally positive." 


The interim site is now on the tax rolls 


and property owners pay $120,000 a year 
in taxes. The river site is not on the tax 
rolls because the land is owned by sev- 
eral church organizations.

Company-owned stations getting more gas: independents 


A Herald Staff Report 


Some local gasoline dealers are charg- 


ing their major oil company suppliers 
*vith favoritism in gas allocations to com- 
pany-owned stations, according to a Her- 
ald survey of gasoline retailers, 


Many station owners have said they 


are facing severe cutbacks while com- 
pany stations, often coupled with "mini 
stores" or car washes, are getting a bet- 
ter shake in the distribution of available 
supplies. 


Some dealers said there is serious talk 


of picketing company stations to show 
their displeasure. 


THE PLIGHT OF two independent op- 


erators in the Northwest suburbs in com- 
parison to company operations is, per- 
haps, representative of this situation. 
Similar situations were discovered with 
other major oil companies and their 
treatment of independents vs. new com- 
pany-owned outlets. 


William Rizzo, who owns W.K.P, Citgo, 


Des Plaines, has been in business about 
a year-and-a-half, but may be forced out 
in five weeks because lie isn't selling 
enough gasoline, The reason he can't sell 
enough is obvious to him: he can't get 
enough, 


"I'm just one of many stations that 


may not get their leases with the com- 
pany renewed. It seems they're going to 
just keep the big pumpers," Rizzo said 


He says he is receiving about 18,000 


gallons a month. He said the company 
said lie was not selling enough to make it 
worthwhile for them to supply his sta- 
tion, but it is the company itself that lim- 
its him to 18,000 gallons. 


His station has fallen into that grey 


area of "marginal operations" the com- 
panies want to phase out as being un- 
profitable. 


"I guess they figure they would rather 


have one guy selling 100,000 gallons a 
month, rather than 30 stations each doing 
10,000 gallons," he said 


"I don't pretend to know what any one 


else's allotment ts, but I don't see any 
'out of gas' signs in front of their 
pumps," Eizzo said. 


COMPANY-OWNED Citgo Quick-Mart, 


in neighboring Park Ridge, is not worry- 
ing about allocations, according to man- 
ager George Abbatte 
- "We get as much gas as we pump," 
Abbatte said, 


He estimated the station, which is open 


15 hours a day, will pump 125,000 gallons 


this month. He said he gets as much 
gasoline as he needs and does not limit 
purchases by customers. 


He said his operation is not unique. He 


claimed other company stations were not 
being limited either. 


CITGO TELLS another story. 
Regional price co-ordinator for Citgo. 


William Fii'fner discounted reports of 
stations being forced out for not meeting 
a set standard. 


"I've never heard that one before. I'll 


have to tell our market services about 
it," Fiflner said. 


He said all stations, whether leasee or 


company operated, were allocated on 
"the same relationship.'' 


"There's no difference'1 in their treat- 


ment, he said. 


GEORGE WARNER, Citgo's director 


of market services, reacted as did Fiff- 
ner initially, "I haven't heard this." he 
said of easing out the small dealers who 
don't meet the limit 


He said, "It's all on allocation, both 


leasee and company stations " 


Warner said allocation figures were 


based upon what a particular station sold 
in the same month last year. He said in

"We told the fire chief to uphold our 


village policy of not providing service to 
tmndorporated areas imloss it is con- 
tracted for: and then said, but in a life- 
or<death situation you decide what to 
do." Zettek said. 


"We told him, you play God with very 


limited information." Zettek added. 


Zettek had called the conference to al- 


low questioning of Hulett and village offi- 
cials to announce a policy change so that 
people in unincorporated areas will got 
ambulance help on a serve flrst-bill-lat- 
IT basis, and to urge support of a rural 
aid bill. 


The announcements came in the af'cr- 


math of a tragic story that began with 
the Jan. 6 death of Mrs. Gary (Jean) 
Pettee. 36. of 27" Martha St., in unin- 
corporated Elk Grove Township. The 
mother of five, eight months pregnant 
with her sixth child, died of a massive 
blood clot in her lungs, 


PKTTEE HAD contracted for fire and 


ambulance service with the Rosette Fire 
Department although he lived just blocks 
from the Elk Grove Village deparment. 
He called Elk Grove police for help when 
his wife collapsed after feeling ill all 
day. 


Zettek said the village called the con- 


ference because 
nationwide 
publicity 


since the tragedy has pictured the village 
as turning down a husband's plea for 
help for his dying wife, because that help 
was not paid for in advance, 


Some newsmen yesterday asked Hulett 


if he was placing a dollar value on a 
dying woman's life ant1 if his action in 
recalling the ambulance was deliberate 
to teach people who don't contract for 
service a lesson. 


After Hulett stated he recalled the am- 


bulance and referred the call to Rosclle 
according to department policy, a tele- 
vision newscaster asked Hulett. "Is that 
when you said. 'Maybe this will teach 
them to pay their $42 (for protect- 
ion). '?" 


Hulett's emphatic denial and a^'-ce- 


ment to take a tie detector test to prove 
his answer were lost in the newscaster's 
comment. "You may well be <tskt?tl to 
take that test." 


THE QUESTIONS came after tapes 


were played for newsmen of Pcttec's 
calls for help and other calls between 
Elk Grove Police, Elk Grove Fire De- 
partment and Rosette Fire Department. 


Zettek said the village has withheld in- 


formation on the tapes until now because 
it did not wish to extend Pettee's grief. 
"We decided to make all facts known to 
end this matter because we feel now 
Chief Hutett's life is being ruined by mis- 
information." said Zettek.

One killed, five hurt in auto accident t±:±i!± 


A 17-year-old youth was charged with 


Involuntary manslaughter yesterday In 
connection with a fatal auto accident at 
Oakton and Oxford streets in Des 
Plalnes. 


A Des Plaines man was killed and five 


other persons were injured in the acci- 
dent. Two of the persons have been listed 
in serious condition. All of the injured 
were taken to Holy Family and Lutheran 
General hospitals. Among those injured 
were the youth who was charged and a 
passenger in his car, 


Witnesses told police the 17-year-old, 


who was driving a yellow Camaro, was 
traveling westbound on Oakton Street at 
a high rate of speed, when he slammed 
into a car driven by the dead man, who 
was turning onto Oakton from Oxford. 
The man was pronounced dead on arriv- 
al at Lutheran General. His identity was 
being withheld pending notification of 
relatives. 


The Impact of the collision hurled the 


dead man's auto, a late-model Chevrolet 
sedan, across Oakton Street <md it landed 
on the shoulder on the south side of the 
road, a witness said. 


THREE OTHER persons riding in the 


man's auto were also hospitalized. Police 
are also withholding their identities. In 
addition to the involuntary manslaughter 
charge, the youth was also cited for driv- 
ing too fast for conditions, and driving 
without a license. 


Traffic near the accident, which oc- 


curred at about 11:45 a.m. yesterday 
morning was tied up for 20 minutes while 
police and wrecking crews removed the 
two demolished cars from the scene. 


Yesterday's accident marked the sec- 


ond Des Plaines auto fatality since the 
start of the new year. A Mount Prospect 
service station owner, Richard Glass, 
died on Jan. 10, several days after a 
truck he was driving ran into a utility 
pole on Northwest Highway in Des 
Plaines. 


Police reports indicated Glass' truck, 


which had a snowplow attached to it, 
struck an object in the roadway and 
went out of control. At press time last 
night, Des Plaines police and hospital of- 
ficials were still withholding the names 
of those injured and full details of yester- 
day's accident.

and eye coordination. 


Using workbooks, the children 
are 


asked to pick out unlike objects, trace 
one line through a jumble of lines and 
other activities intended to increase vis- 
ual perception and small muscle coordi- 
nation.

was set up hi 1966, based on a program 
developed at Purdue University. Miss 
Voris said the continued success of the 
program has been due to the large num- 
ber of "Motor Moms" who have donated 
their time and effort over the years.

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Company-owned stations getting more gas: independents 


A Herald Staff Report 


Some local gasoline dealers arc charg- 


ing tltelr major oil company suppliers 
vith favoritism in gas allocations to com- 
pany-owned stations, according to a Her- 
ald survey of gasoline retailers. 


Many station owners have said they 


are facing severe cutbacks while com- 
pany stations, often coupled with "mini 
stores" or ear washes, are getting a bet- 
ter shake in the distribution of available 
supplies. 


Some dealers said there is serious talk 


of picketing company stations to show 
their displeasure. 


THE PLIGHT OF two independent op- 


erators in the Northwest suburbs in com- 
parison to company operations is, per- 
haps, representative of this situation. 
Similar situations were discovered with 
other major oil companies and their 
treatment of independents vs. new com- 
pany-owned outlets. 


William Rizzo, who owns VV.K.P. Citgo, 


Des Piaines, has been in business about 
a year-and-a-half. but may be forced out 
in five weeks because he isn't selling 
enough gasoline. The reason he can't sell 
enough is obvious to him: he can't get 
enough. 


"I'm 
just one of many stations that 


may not get their leases with the com- 
pany renewed. It seems they're going to 
just keep the big pumpers." Rizzo said. 


He says he is receiving about 18,000 


gallons a month. He said the company 
said he was not selling enough to make it 
worthwhile for them to supply his sta- 
tion, but it is the company itself that lim- 
its him to l«,000 gallons. 


His station has fallen into that grey 


area of "marginal operations1' the com- 
panies want to phase out as being un- 
profitable. 


"I, guess they figure they would rather 


have one guy selling 100,000 gallons a 
month, rather than 10 stations each doing 
10,000 gallons,'' he said. 


"I don't pretend to know what any one 


else's allotment is, but I don't see any 
'out of gas' signs in front of then- 
pumps," Rizzo said. 


COMPANY-OWNED Citgo Quick-Mart, 


in neighboring Park Ridge, is not worry- 
ing about allocations, according to man- 
ager George Abbatte. 


"We ged as much gas as we pump," 


Abbatte said, 


He estimated the station, which is open 


15 hours a day, will pump 125,000 gallons 


this month. He said he gets as much 
gasoline as he needs and does not limit 
purchases by customers 


He said his operation is not unique He 


claimed othei company stations were not 
being limited either. 


CITGO TELLS another story 
Regional price co-ordinator for Citgo, 


William 
Fiffner discounted reports of 


stations being forced out for not meeting 
a set standard 


''I've never heard that one before. I'll 


have to tell our market services about 
it,"'Fiffner said. 


He said all stations, whether leasee or 


company operated, were allocated on 
"the same relationship." 


"There's no difference" in their treat- 


ment, he said. 


GEORGE WAKN'ER, Citgo's director 


of market services, reacted as did Fiff- 
ner initially. "I haven't heard this." he 
said of easing out the small dealers who 
don't meet the limit. 


He said, "It's

Warner said allocation figures were

Officials defend ambulance recall 
6We made Hulett play God': mayor

Elk Grove Village President Charles 


Zettek yesterday said the village board 
put Fire Chief Allen Hulett in the "un- 
tenable position of having to play God." 


Zettek and Hulett at a press conference 


yesterday faced about 50 reporters and 
TV crew members who bombarded them 
with questions about the circumstances 
of an Elk Grove Township woman's 
death Jan. 6. 


"We told the fire chief to uphold our 


village policy of not providing service to 
unncorporated areas unless it is con- 
tracted for; and then said, but in a life- 
or-death situation you decide what to 
do," Zettek said. 


"We told him, you play God with very 


limited intormation," Zeltek added. 


Zettek had called the conference to al- 


low questioning of Hulett and village offi- 
cials to announce a policy change so that 
people in unincorporated areas will get 
ambulance help on a serve first-bill-lat- 
er basis, and to urge support of a lural 
aid bill. 


The announcements came in the after- 


math of a tragic story that began with 
the Jan. 6 death of Mrs. Gary (Jean) 
Pettee, 36, of 277 Martha St., in unin- 
corporated Elk Grove Township, The 
mother of five, eight months pregnant 
with her sixth child, died of a massive 
blood clot in her lungs. 


PETTEE HAD contracted for fire and 


ambulance service with the Roselle Fire 
Department although he lived just blocks 
from the Elk Grove Village, deparment. 
He called Elk Grove police for help when 
his wife collapsed after feeling ill all 
day. 


Elk Grove ambulance tapes released 


Elk Grove Fire Chief 
Allen Hulett 


knew only that a dying Elk Grove Town- 
ship woman was "having convulsions or 
a miscarriage" when he made the deci- 
sion to recall a village ambulance on the 
way to her home. 


According to tapes of emergency calls 


of the incident played at yesterday's 
press conference, Hulelt heard an alarm 
go out for an ambulance to be sent to 277 
Martha. "Convulsions"' was the medical 
information 
given with the original 


alarm. 


Twenty-seven seconds later additional 


Zettek said the village called the con- 


ference 
because nationwide 
publicity 


since the tragedy has pictured the village 
as turning down a husband's plea for 
help for his dying wife, because that help 
was not paid for in advance. 


Some newsmen yesterday asked Hulett 


if he was placing a dollar value on a 
dying woman's life and if his action in 
recalling the ambulance was deliberate 
to teach people who don't contract for 
service a lesson. 


After Hulett stated he recalled the am- 


bulance and referred the call to Roselle 
according to department policy, a tele- 
vision newscaster asked Hulett, "Is that 
when you said, 'Maybe this will teach 
them to pay their $42 (for protect- 
ion). ' ?" 


Hulett's emphatic denial and agree- 


information came to Hulett from the Elk 
Grove Village Police Department that 
Gary Pettee believed his wife was "hav- 
ing a miscarriage." 


According to the transcripts of the 


tapes. 15 seconds later Hulett recalled 
the ambulance and referred the call to 
Roselle Fire Protection District. The 
transmission to Roselle was: "This is 
Elk Grove Fire Department You have a 
miscarriage at 277 Martha." 


Tapes also were played of Pettee's 


original call for help. After dialing an

his answer were lost in the newscaster's

THE QUESTIONS came after tapes

call to the Roselle Department. It's a de- 
cision that is made hundreds of times in 
other departments and one we've had to 
make here before, he said. 
- ZETTEK SAID the village will no long- 
er argue boundaries or legalities with the 
homeowners in nearby unincorporated 
areas but will serve them on a serve 
now-pay later plan.

zoning as excuse to discriminate

polltan Housing Development Corp. and 
he Village of Arlington Heights - were 
in court last week, after the housing cor- 
poratloB filed suit against Arlington 
Heights charging racial discrimination in 
the village board's denial of tow and 
moderate income housing next to St. Via- 
or High School. The suit is aimed at 
forcing the village to allow zoning for the 
housing development. 


Each side now has the opportunity to 


rebut its opponent's closing argument be. 
fore the judge rales in the case. No date 
for a ruling has been set. 


Arlington Heights' rejection of the Lin- 


coin Green iow-and moderate-income 
housing project has been called a "cha- 
rade" by the attorney for the Metropoli- 
tan Housing Development Corp. 


The village's reliance on zoning issues 


to justify the turndown merely masks a 
conscious decision to perpetuate Arling- 
ton Heights' exclusionary housing pat- 
tern, attorney Willis Caruso has charged 
in written closing remarks submitted this 
week to U.S. Dlst. Court Judge Thomas 
R. MeMilten. 


Arlington Heights already has the 


"most residentially-segregated and ra- 
cialty-exelusionary" housing market of 
any of Chicago's largest suburbs, he 
said. 


"The decision-making process of both 


the planning commission and village 
board were nothing more than a cha- 
rade," he told the Judge, referring to 
1971 decisions not to rezone 15 acres of 
Viatorian land for multi-family devel- 
opment. 


If the court does not reverse the vil- 


lage's decision, Iow-and moderate-in- 
come housing will never be built any- 
where In Arlington Heights, he said. 


MHDG HAS CHARGED the village 


with violation of the 14th Amendment to 
the U.S. Constitution, the Civil Rights 
Act of 1966 and the Fair Housing Act of 
1968. 


"The refusal of the Village of Arlington 


Heights to permit construction of the pro- 
posed development of 190 Iow-and moder- 
ate-income housing units must be judged 
in terms of the discriminatory effect of 
that action upon minorities," Caruso 
said. 


The witnesses and evidence presented 


during the six-day trial establishes, Ca- 
ruso claims: 


• "That Arlington Heights is a racially 


segregated community, whose spectacu- 
lar growth in recent years has been lim- 
ited to affluent whites;" 


• "That the proposed development 


would only begin to meet the tremendous 
housing needs of Iow-and moderate-in- 
come people in the Arlington Heights 
market, a disproportionate number of 
whom are minorities;" 


• "That there is not a single unit of 


subsidized housing in Arlington Heights 
and that unless this development is per- 
mitted, none will be built since there are 
no sites other than the Viatorian proper- 
ty that are available or applicable for 
construction of such housing;" 


• "That village officials and citizens 


alike treated the Lincoln 'Green proposal 
differently from other multi-family de- 
velopments in Arlington Heights, not be- 
cause of the construction or zoning in- 
volved, but because of the tenants for 
whom MHDC is trying to provide hous- 
ing." 


HE SAID THE EFFECT of the vil- 


lage's decision was discriminatory, be- 
cause it has a disproportionate effect on 
blacks and other minorities. 


"There was a strong emotional reac- 


tion with substantial racial overtones in 
the village when the Lincoln Green pro- 
posal was made and discussed," he said, 
citing "racially explicit" letters printed 
in newspapers, petitions by homeowners 
and overflow crowds. 


Backing up the charge that Arlington 


Heights treated Lincoln Green differently 
than other multi-family developments 
Caruso said that 53 of 60 multi-family- 
zoned parcels in the village adjoin single- 
family housing on at least one side, and 
36 of the zones directly adjoin single-fam- 
ily lot lines. 


Arlington Heights has approved multi- 


family housing next to every high school 
in the village except St. Viator High 
School, he said. 


THE CLOSING statement cites a num- 


ber of previous court decisions on sup- 
port MHDC's allegations. It also seeks to 
establish the legal standing of all the 
plaintiffs in the case. 


In addition to MHDC, the Northwest 


Opportunity Center in Rolling Meadows, 
and several employes of Honeywell, Inc. 
in Arlington Heights are listed as plain- 
tiffs. 


Referring to studies which purport to 


document a growing demand for Iow-and 
moderate-income housing in the North- 
west suburbs, Caruso argued that com- 
munity need should be considered in zon- 
ing decisions. 


"Zoning out Lincoln Green will be 


consistent not with the general welfare 
but only with the welfare of single-family 
homeowners," he concluded. 


Village: racial discrimination 


not at issue, ordinance valid 


The backers of Iow-and moderate-in- 


come housing near St. Viator High 
School have failed to prove racial dis- 
crimination or overcome the validity of 
the village's zoning ordinance, Arlington 
Heights Village Atty. Jack M. Siegel has 
charged. 


In defense of the village's 1971 decision 


not to rezone 15 acres of land east of the 
school for a low-and moderate-income 
housing project, Seigel reiterated that 
zoning is the only issue in the case before 
U.S. District Court Judge Thomas R. 
McMillen. 


Key points in his closing remarks sub- 


mitted this week are: 


• No rule of law. statute or court deci- 


sion requires rezoning merely because a 
developer wants to build low-and moder- 
ate-Income housing. 


• The fact that a zoning ordinance 


makes land expensive does not render 
that ordinance invalid. 


• The fact that a valid zoning decision 


may have a greater impact upon the 
poor than on other segments of society 
does not render a zoning ordinance in- 
valid.

Corp. has no standing because its con- 
tract to buy the Viator property was con 
ditioned upon obtaining federal subsidies 
which are now suspended, Siegel said. 


The Fair Housing Act requires that 


complaints be filed within 180 days of the 
alleged discrimination, but MHDC filed 
its lawsuit nine months after the village 
board turned down the rezoning, he said 
in his 18-page final brief. 


Since there wee no civil rights viola- 


tions, the proper place to challenge the 
zoning decision would have been the state 
courts, not the federal judiciary, he ar- 
gued.

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Company-owned stations getting more gas: independents 


\ Herald Stuff Report 


Some local gasoline dealers are charg- 


ing their major oil company suppliers 
vlth favoritism In gas allocations to com- 
pany-owned stations, according to a Her- 
ald survey of gasoline retailers. 


Many station owners have said they 


are facing severe cutbacks while com- 
pany stations, often coupled with "mini 
stores" or car washes, are getting a bet- 
ter shake in the distribution of available 
supplies. 


Some dealers said there is serious talk 


of picketing company stations to show 
their displeasure. 


THE PLIGHT OF two independent op- 


erators it) the Northwest suburbs in com- 
parison to company operations is, per- 
haps, representative of this situation. 
Similar situations were discovered with 
other major oil companies and their 
treatment of independents vs. new com- 
pany-owned outlets, 


William Rizzo, who owns W.K.P. Citgo, 


Des Plaines, lias been in business about 
a year-aml-a-half. but may be forced out 
in five weeks because he isn't selling 
enough gasoline. The reason he can't sell 
enough is obvious to him: he can't gel 
enough. 


"I'm just one of many stations that 


may not get their leases with the com- 
pany renewed. It seems they're going to 
just keep the big pumpers," Rizzo said. 


He says he is receiving about 18,000 


gallons a month. He said the company 
said he was not selling enough to make it 
worthwhile for them to supply his sta- 
tion, but it is the company itself that lim- 
its him to 1(1,000 gallons. 


His station has fallen into that grey 


area of "marginal operations" the com- 
panies want to phase out as being un- 
profitable. 


"I guess they figure they would rather 


have one guy selling 100.000 gallons a 
month, rather than 10 stations each doing 
10,000 gallons," he said. 


"I don't pretend to know \vhat any one 


else's allotment is, but I don't see any 
'out of gas' signs in front of their 
pumps," Rizzo said 


COMPANY-OWNED Citgo Quick-Mart, 


in neighboring Park Ridge, is not worry- 
ing about allocations, according to man- 
ager George Abbatte. 


"We get as much gas as we pump," 


Abbatte said. 


He estimated the station, which is open 


15 hours a day, will pump 125,000 gallons 


this month. He said he gets as much 
gasoline as he needs and does not limit 
purchases by customers. 


He said his operation is not unique. lie 


claimed other company stations were not 
being limited either. 


CITGO TELLS another story. 
Regional price co-ordinator for Citgo. 


William Fiffner discounted reports of 
stations being forced out for not meeting 
a set standard. 


"I've never heard that one before I'll 


have to tell our market services about 
it," Fiftner said. 


He said all stations, whether leasee or 


company operated, were allocated on 
"the same relationship." 


"There's no difference" in their treat- 


ment, he said. 


GEORGE WARNER, Citgo's director 


of market services, reacted as did Fiff- 
ner initially. "I haven't heard this." he 
said of easing out the small dealers who 
don't meet the limit. 


He said, "It's all on allocation, both

Warner said allocation figures were

'We made Hulett play God': mayor

Elk Grove Village President Charles 


Zettek yesterday said the village board 
put Fire Chief Allen Hulett in the "un- 
tenable position of having to play God." 


Zettek and Hulett at a press conference 


yesterday faced about 50 reporters and 
TV crew members who bombarded them 
with questions about the circumstances 
of an Elk Grove Township woman's 
death Jan. 6. 


"We told the fire chief to uphold our 


village policy of not providing service to 
unncorporated areas unless it is con- 
tracted for; and then said, but in a life- 
or-death situation you decide what to 
do," Zettek said. 


"We told him, you play God with very 


limited information," Zettek added. 


Zettek had called the conference to al- 


low questioning of Hulett and village offi- 
cials to announce a policy change so that 
people in unincorporated areas will get 
ambulance help on a serve first-bill-lat- 
er basis, and to urge support of a rural 
aid bill. 


The announcements came in the after- 


math of a tragic story that began with 
the Jan. 6 death of Mrs. Gary (Jean) 
Pettee, 36, of 277 Martha St., in unin- 
corporated Elk Grove Township. The 
mother of five, eight months pregnant 
with her sixth child, died of a massive 
blood clot in her lungs. 


PETTEE HAD contracted for fire and 


ambulance service with the Roselle Fire 
Department although he lived just blocks, 
from the Elk Grove Village deparment. 
He called Elk Grove police for help when 
his wife collapsed after feeling ill all 
day. 


Elk Grove ambulance tapes released 


Elk Grove Fire Chief Allen Hulett 


knew only that a dying Elk Grove Town- 
ship woman was "having convulsions or 
a miscarriage" when he made the deci- 
sion to recall a village ambulance on the 
way to her home 


According to tapes of emergency calls 


of the incident played at yesterday's 
press conference, Hulett heard an alarm 
go out for an ambulance to be sent to 277 
Martha. "Convulsions" was the medical 
information 
given with the original 


alarm. 


Twenty-seven seconds later additional 


Zetlek said the village called the con- 


ference 
because nationwide 
publicity 


since the tragedy has pictured the village 
as turning down a husband's plea for 
help for his dying wife, because that help 
was not paid for in advance. 


Some newsmen yesterday asked Hulett 


if lie was placing a dollar value on a 
dying woman's life and if his action in 
recalling the ambulance was deliberate 
to teach people who don't contract for 
service a lesson. 


After Hulett stated he recalled the am- 


bulance and referred the call to Roselle 
according to department policy, a tele- 
vision newscaster asked Hulett, "Is that 
when you said, 'Maybe this will teach 
them to pay their $42 (for protect- 
ion). ' ?" 


Hulett's emphatic denial and agrce- 


information came to Hulett from the Elk 
Grove Village Police Department that 
Gary Pettee believed his wife was "hav- 
ing a miscarriage." 


According to the transcripts of the 


tapes, 15 seconds later Hulett recalled 
the ambulance and referred the call to 
Roselle Fire Protection District 
The 


transmission to Roselle was: "This is 
Elk Grove Fire Department. You have a 
miscarriage at 277 Martha.1' 


Tapes also were played of Pettee's 


original call for help. After dialing an

ment to take a lie detector test to prove 
his answer were lost in the newscaster's 
comment, "You may well be asked to 
take that test." 


THE QUESTIONS came after tapes 


were played for newsmen of Pettee's 
calls for help and other calls between 
Elk Grove Police, Elk Grove Fire De- 
partment and Roselle Fire Department. 


Zettek said the village has withheld in- 


formation on the tapes until now because 
it did not wish to extend Pettee's grief. 
"We decided to make all facts known to 
end this matter because we feel now 
Chief Hulett's life is being ruined by mis- 
information," said Zettek.

"I made a decision to relay the Pettee 


call to the Roselle Department. It's a de- 
cision that is made hundreds of times in 
other departments and one we've had to 
make here before, he said. 


ZETTEK SAID the village will no long- 


er argue boundaries or legalities with the 
homeowners in nearby unincorporated 
areas but will serve them on a serve 
now-pay later plan. Charges will be 
based on service rendered, he said.

Would-be builder: village,using 


zoning as excuse to discriminate

in written closing remarks submitted this 
week to U.S. Dlst. Court Judge Thomas 
R. MeMillen. 


Arlington Heights already has the 


"most residentially-segregated and ra- 
cially-exclusionary" housing market of 
any of Chicago's largest suburbs, he 
said. 


"The decision-making process of both

Heights to permit construction of the pro- 
posed development of 190 low-and moder- 
ate-income housing units must be judged 
in terms of the discriminatory effect of 
that action upon minorities," Caruso 
said. 


The witnesses and evidence presented

• "That Arlington Heights is a racially 


segregated community, whose spectacu- 
lar growth in recent years has been lim- 
ited to affluent whites;" 


• "That the proposed development 


would only begin to meet the tremendous 
housing needs of low-and moderate-in- 
come people in the Arlington Heights 
market, a disproportionate number of 
whom are minorities;" 


• "That there is not a single unit of 


subsidized housing in Arlington Heights 
and that unless this development is per- 
mitted, none will be built since there are 
no sites other than the Viatorian proper- 
ty that are available or applicable for 
construction of such housing;" 


• "That village officials and citizens 


alike treated the Lincoln Green proposal 
differently from other multi-family de- 
velopments in Arlington Heights, not be- 
cause of the construction or zoning in- 
volved, but because of the tenants for 
whom MHDC is trying to provide hous- 
ing." 


HE SAID THE EFFECT of the vil- 


lage's decision was discriminatory, be- 
cause it has a disproportionate effect on 
blacks and other minorities, 


"There was a strong emotional reac- 


tion with substantial racial overtones in 
the village when the Lincoln Green pro- 
posal was made and discussed," he said, 
citing "racially explicit" letters printed 
in newspapers, petitions by homeowners 
and overflow crowds. 


Backing up the charge that Arlington 


Heights treated Lincoln Green differently 
than other multi-family developments, 
Caruso said that 53 of 60 multi-family- 
zoned parcels in the village adjoin single- 
family housing on at least one side, and 
36 of the zones directly adjoin single-fam- 
ily lot lines. 


Arlington Heights has approved multi- 


family housing next to every high school 
in the village except St. Viator High 
School, he said. 


THE CLOSING statement cites a num- 


ber of previous court decisions on sup- 
port MHDC's allegations. It also seeks to 
establish the legal standing of all the 
plaintiffs in the case. 


In addition to MHDC, the Northwest 


Opportunity Center in Rolling Meadows, 
and several employes of Honeywell, Inc.

validity attaching to the zoning ordiance, 
but the evidence is clear that single- 
family zoning class is in all respects 
proper and reasonable," Siegel said. 


He pointed to testimony during the 


trial that the Viatorian land could be de- 
veloped with single-family homes, that it 
has always been zoned single-family and 
Is surrounded by single-family neighbor- 
hoods. 


There was no evidence to indicate any 


discriminatory action on the art of the 
village board, he said. 


"This case does not therefore involve 


an attempt to prevent multi-family de- 
velopment in Arlington Heights and to 
keep blacks or Spanish-speaking persons 
out of the village. 


"As indicated by Pierre de Vise's (a 


noted urbanologist, testimony, the zoning 
ordinance and development in Arlington 
Heights would permit occupancy in ex- 
cess of 3,200 blacks, purely by economic 
calculation under the 1970 Census," Sie- 
gel said. 


DE VISE TESTIFIED during the trial 


that 3,200 blacks in the Chicago area 
were statistically able to buy housing in 
Arlington Heights if the housing market 
were "color-blind." 


Siegel cited numerous other zoning de- 


cisions which, he said, bolstered his con- 
clusions about the propriety of the vil- 
lage board's decision, 


He challenged the standing of the 


plaintiffs in the case, saying that there 
was no evidnece that either of two Hon- 
eywell employes who testified during the 
trial were ever discriminated against or 
had even sought housing in Arlington 
Heights. 


One black employe, he said, owned a

Company-owned stations getting more gas: independents

Some local gasoline dealers are charg- 


ing their major oil company suppliers 
-vith favoritism in gas allocations to com- 
pany-owned stations, according to a Her- 
ald survey of gasoline retailers. 


Many station owners have said they 


are facing severe cutbacks while com- 
pany stations, often coupled with "mini 
stores" or car washes, are getting a bet- 
ter shake in the distribution of available 
supplies, 


Some dealers said there is serious talk 


of picketing company stations to show 
their displeasure. 


THE PLIGHT OF two independent op- 


erators in the Northwest suburbs in com- 
parison to'company operations is, per- 
haps, representative of this situation. 
Similar situations were discovered with 
other major oil companies and their 
treatment of independents vs. new com- 
pany-owned outlets. 


William Ifeo, who owns W.K.P. Citgo, 


Des Plaines, has been in business about 
a year-and-a-half. but may be forced out 
in five weeks because he isn't selling 
enough gasoline. The reason he can't sell 
enough is obvious to him: he can't get 
enough. 


"I'm just one of many stations that 


may not get their leases with the com- 
pany renewed. It seems they're going to 
just keep the big pumpers," Rizzo said. 


He says he is receiving about 18,000 


gallons a month. He said the company 
said he was not selling enough to make it 
worthwhile for them to supply his sta- 
tion, but it is the company itself that lim- 
its him to 18,000 gallons. 


His station has fallen into that grey 


area of "marginal operations" the com- 
panies want to phase out as being un- 
profitable. 


"I guess they figure they would rather 


have one guy selling 100.000 gallons a 
month, rather than 10 stations each doing 
10.000 gallons," he said. 


'•I don't pretend to know what any one 


else's allotment is, but I don't see any 
'out of gas' signs in front of their 
pumps," Rizzo said 


COMPANY-OWNED Cilgo Quick-Mart, 


in neighboring Park Ridge, is not worry- 
ing about allocations, according to man- 
ager George Abbatte. 


"We gel as much gas as we pump," 


Abbatte said. 


He estimated the station, which is open 


15 hours a day, will pump 125,000 gallons 


this month. lie said he gets as much 
gasoline as he needs and does not limit 
purchases by customers 


He said his operation is not unique He 


claimed other company stations were not 
being limited either.

Regional price co-ordinator for Cilgo, 


William Fiffner discounted reports of 
stations being forced out for not meeting

'•I've never heard that one before. I'll 


have to tell our market services about

He said all stations, whether leasee or 


company operated, were allocated on 
"the same relationship.''

Zettek said the village has withheld in- 


formation on the tapes until now because 
it did not wish to extend Pettee's grief.

Parks want to be sure donated land buildable 


Officials of two area park districts and 


Schaumburg Township School Dist. 54 
want assurances of buildable park-school 
sites from future land donors. 


The school district's 
building-and- 


grounds committee and representatives 
from the Hanover Park and Hoffman Es- 
tates park districts last week recom- 
mended six procedures to ask of land do- 
nors at village zoning hearings. 


The officials maintained the recom- 


mendations might prevent the outflow of 
sorely needed money from the districts 
to develop "bad" sites. They hope to 
avoid sites like the swampy land sur- 
rounding Eisenhower Junior High School 
or the rough landscape at Hoover School. 


The proposals were to be presented 


last night to the school board. Sherwood 
Spatz, chairman of the committee, said 
he hopes they will be included in the 
school district's master plan and accept- 
ed by village zoning bodies. 


Spatz listed the recommendations as 


follows: 


• Grading and seeding ground at site. 
• Evidence of a buildable, clay bench 


at the site. 


• Proper drainage. 
• Sewer and water hookups on or near 


property. 


• No debris left at site. 
• No dirt piled high on site. 
Another recommendation that donors 


submit topographical information tra- 
ditionally has been followed. 


THE SCHOOL district is handling the 


recommendations because land is first 
deeded to the school district. Property 
not needed for school buildings then is 
leased to the respective park district. 


Tom Barber, chairman of the Hoffman 


Estates Park Board Building-and- 
Grounds Committee, said the panel 
turned down what he called a swampy 
area around Eisenhower School near 
Hassell and Jones roads in Hoffman Es- 
tates. 


The park district was reluctant to ac- 


cept the Eisenhower property, especially 
after about $200,000 was spent in correct- 
ing flood problems at High Point Park, 
Barber said. Water supposedly drains 
from Highland and High Point lakes into 
Twin Lakes and then to a retention area 
on the school property. 


BARBER SAID park money should be 


used for recreation rather than for major 
park construction on donated lands. 
Spatz echoed Barber's words. 


At the Hoover School site on Spring- 


insguth Road in the Schaumburg Park 
District, deep tire ruts were left, and 
thousands of dollars will be needed to 
grade the site, Spatz said. 


He added a new topographical study 


may have to be made of a site for Ste- 
venson School in Elk Grove Village. 
Black dirt was piled high on the site by 
the donor, and school officials are uncer- 
tain as to where the buildable clay bench 
is situated.

Company-owned stations getting more gas: independents 


A Herald .Stuff Report 


Some local gasoline dealers are charg- 


ing their major oil company suppliers 
vlth favoritism in gas allocations to com- 
pany-owned stations, according to a Her- 
ald survey of gasoline retailers. 


Many station owners have said they 


are facing severe cutbacks while com- 
pany stations, often coupled with "mini 
stores" or car washes, are getting a bet- 
ter shake in the distribution of available 
supplies. 


Some dealers said there is serious talk 


of picketing company stations to show 
their displeasure. 


THE PLIGHT OF two independent op- 


erators in the Northwest suburbs in com- 
parison to company operations is, per- 
haps, representative of this situation. 
Similar situations were discovered with 
other major oil companies and their 
treatment of independents vs. new com- 
pany-owned outlets. 


William Rizzo, who owns W.K.P. Citgo, 


Des Plaines, has been in business about 
a year-and-a-half, but may be forced out 
in five weeks because he isn't selling 
enough gasoline. The reason he can't sell 
enough is obvious to him: he can't get 
enough. 


"I'm 
ju&t one of many stations that 


may not get their leases with the com- 
pany renewed. It seems they're going to 
just keep the big pumpers,'' Rizzo said. 


He says he is receiving about 18.000 


gallons a month He said the company 
said he was not selling enough to make it 
worthwhile for them to supply his sta- 
tion, but it is the company itself that lim- 
its him to 18,000 gallons. 


His station has fallen into that grey 


area of "marginal operations" the com- 
panies want to phase out as being un- 
profitable 


"I guess they figure they would rather 


have one guy selling 100,000 gallons a 
month, rather than 10 stations each doing 
10,000 gallons,'' he said, 


"I don't pretend to know what any one 


else's allotment is, but I don't see any 
'out of gas' signs in front of their 
pumps," Rizzo said. 


COMPANY-OWNED Citgo Quick-Mart, 


in neighboring Park Ridge, is not worry- 
ing about allocations, according to man- 
ager George Abbatte. 


"We get as much gas as we pump," 


Abbatte said. 


He estimated the station, which is open 


15 hours a day, will pump 125,000 gallons 


this month. He said he gets as much 
gasoline as he needs and does not limit 
purchases by customers. 


He said his operation is not unique. He 


claimed other company stations were not 
being limited either. 


CITGO TELLS another story. 
Regional price co-ordinator for Citgo, 


William Fiffner discounted reports of 
stations being forced out for not meeting 
a set standard. 


''I've never heard that one before I'll 


have to tell our market services about 
it," Fiffner said. 


He said all stations, whether leasee or 


company operated, were allocated on 
"the same relationship." 


"There's no diffeience" in their treat- 


ment, he said. 


GEORGE WARNER. Citgo's director 


of market services, reacted as did Fiff- 
ner initially, "I haven't heard this." be 
said of easing out the small dealers who 
don't meet the limit. 


He said. "It's all on allocation, both 


leasee and company stations." 


Warner said allocation figures were 


based upon what a particular station sold 
in the same month last year. He said in

tween Prospect Avenue and Golf Road, 
posing a hazard to children. 


"Instead of living on a quiet residential 


fctteet," the petitioners state, "our homes 
now border on a 
thoroughfare 
with 


rumbling trucks and cars racing by at <IO 
to so mph." 


TIIK PROBLEM will be reviewed by 


the village's safety commission Feb. 4 
and by the village board's public health 
and safety committee Feb. 27. 


Trustee Richard N. Hendricks. chair- 


man 
of 
the health committee, said, 


"There definitely is a safety problem." 
He said that while the bridge over the 


creek, which connected the two sectors 
of S. William, is "definitely necessary," 
he added: "If we (the village) created a 
problem as far as William Street, we'll 
certainly take care of it." 


The residents who signed the petition, 


who live mostly In the 600 and 700 blocks 
ot S. William, suggested four remedies: 


• Making the intersection of William 


and Berkshire Lane a three-way stop, 


• Posting "Careful — Children" signs 


at nearby parks. 


• Limiting the speed limit to 25 mplv. 
• Posting "Residential Street — 5 Ton

STEPHEN U. HARDEKS, 701 S. Wil-

Gustus' firm did as much as M,000 


worth of business with the village last 
year, before lie became a trustee. He 
said that since his appointment to the 
board, his firm will ro longer bid on 
Mount Prospect contracts and will turn 
down any village orders for equipment.

Officials 
defend ambulance recall 


'We made Hulett play God': mayor

Elk Grove Village President Charles 


Zettck yesterday said the village board 
put Fire Chief Allen Hulett in the "un- 
tenable position ot having to play God." 


Zettek and Hulett at a press conference 


yesterday faced about 50 reporters and 
TV crew members who bombarded them 
with questions about the circumstances 
of an Elk Grove Township woman's 
death Jan. 6 


"We told the fire chief to uphold our 


village policy of not providing service to 
unncorporated areas unless it is con- 
tracted for, and then said, but in a lifc- 
or-death situation you decide what to 
do," Zettek said. 


"We told him, you play God with very 


limited information," Zettek added. 


Zettek had called the conference to al- 


low questioning of Hulett and village offi- 
cials to announce a policy change so that 
people in unincorporated areas will get 
ambulance help on a serve first-bill-lal- 
er basis, and to urge support of a rural 
aid bill. 


The announcements came in the after- 


math of a tragic story that began with 
the Jan. 6 death of Mrs. Gary (Jean) 
Pettee, 36, of 277 Martha' St, in unin- 
corporated Elk Grove Township. Tho 
mother of five, eight months pregnant, 
with her sixth child, died of a massive 
blood clot in her lungs. 


PETTEE HAD contracted for fire and 


ambulance service with the Roselle Fire 
Department although he lived just blocks 
from1 the Elk Grove Village deparment. 
He called Elk Grove police for help when 
his wife collapsed after feeling ill all 
day. 


Elk Grove ambulance tapes released 


Elk Grove Fire Chief Allen Hulett 


knew only that a dying Elk Grove Town- 
ship woman was "having convulsions or 
a miscarriage" when he made the deci- 
sion to recall a village ambulance on the 
way to her home 


According to tapes of emergency calls 


of the incident played at yesterday's 
press conference, Huletl heard an alarm 
go out for an ambulance to be sent to 277

since the tragedy has pictured the village 
as turning down a husband's plea for 
help for his dying wife, because that help 
was not paid for in advance. 


Some newsmen yesterday asked Hulett 


if he was placing a dollar value on a 
dying woman's life and if his action in 
recalling the ambulance was deliberate 
to teach people who don't contract for 
service a lesson. 


After Hulett stated he recalled the am- 


bulance and referred the call to Roselle 
according to department policy, a tele- 
vision newscaster asked Hulett, "Is that 
when you said, 'Maybe this will teach 
them to pay their $42 (for protect- 
ion). ' ?" 


Hulett's emphatic denial and agree- 


information came to Hulett from the Elk 
Grove Village Police Department that 
Gary Pettee believed his wife was "hav- 
ing a miscarriage.'' 


According to the -transcripts of the 


tapes, 15 seconds later Hulett recalled 
the ambulance and referred the call to 
Roselle Fire Protection District. The 
transmission to Roselle was: "This is 
Elk Grove Fire Department You have a 
miscarriage at 277 Martha." 


Tapes also were played of Pettee's 


original call for help. After dialing an

THE QUESTIONS came after tapes

Zettek said the village has withheld in- 


formation on the tapes until now because 
it did not wish to extend Pettee's grief. 
"We decided to make all facts known to 
end this matter because we feel now 
Chief Hulett's life is being ruined by mis- 
information," said Zettek.

carriage.' He never heard a man plead- 


ing 'Save my wife, she's dying.' " said 
Zettek. 


Fire Chief Hulett said his recall of the 


ambulance was a routine procedure. "Of 
the 1.966 calls received last year. 108 
were not in our coverage responsibility 
and were relayed, as was the Pettee 
call," he said. 


"I made a decision to relay the Pettee 


call to the Roselle Department. It's a de- 
cision that is made hundreds of times fii 
other departments and one we've had to 
make here before, he said. 


ZETTEK SAID the village will no long- 


er argue boundaries or legalities with the 
homeowners in nearby unincorporated 
areas but will serve them on a serve 
now-pay later plan. Charges will be 
based on service rendered, he said. 


Village officials and residents in unin- 


corporated areas have argued over the 
legality of charges for emergency ser- 
vice ever since the area was disannexed 
from the Roselle Fire District when Elk 
Grove formed its own village depart- 
ment. 


Elk Grove Village Atty. Ed Hofert said 


yesterday court orders disannexing the 
area from Roselle dist. directed Elk 
Grove Village "to make fire service only 
available. 


"We were bound to 'offer' that service 


and have certainly done so, we were not, 
however, ordered or obligated to do so."

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Fire, police board has 15 days to rule on suspensions

The Mount Prospect Board of Fire and 


Police Commissioners has 15 days in 
which to make a ruling in the appeal 
case of two Mount Prospect policemen 
who were suspended last November for a 
brief period. 


At the conclusion of the public hearing 


early yesterday morning, commission 
chairman Laurence Ostling said the 
more than four hours of testimony and 
arguments will be taken "under advise- 
ment." The commission will notify the 
two policemen involved of its decision in 
writing "as quickly as possible." 


Sgt. Gerald A. Glascock and Patrol- 


man Eugene Hooten received three and 
two-day suspensions respectively 
after 


an alleged Incident about 1 a.m. Nov. 14 
at the Evans Restaurant in downtown 


Mount Prospect. The incident allegedly 
involved a third policeman, Del. Dennis 
Leonard, and his companion, Marion 
Bobkowski. 


According to Leonard's testimony, he 


and Miss Bobkowski met behind the po- 
lice station after he got off duty from the 
5 p.m. to 1 a m. shift and went to the 
restaurant, Once seated at the bar, Glas- 
cock made one "disparaging" comment 
and Hooten made three, Leonard said. 
He further stated some comments, which 
he could not remember fully, were made 
that were detrimental to his immediate 
superior, Sgt. Ralph Doney. 


GLASCOCK DENIED making any 


statement to Leonard that night, al- 
though he did testify he bought Leonard 
and Miss Bobkowski a drink. Hooten also 
denied making the statements attributed 


to him by Leonard. Both men had their 
testimony supported by their wives and 
Albert Ball, who had been at the bar dur 
ing the alleged incident. 


Leonard had his testimony supported 


by Miss Bobkowski. 


The restaurant bartender, Nick Kekos, 


testified he heard no derogatory com- 
ments made by either Glascock or Hoo- 
ten that night. Kekos also testified that 
Leonard entered the restaurant at either 
12:50 or 12:95 a.m. The restaurant own- 
er, George Mourousias, who was not in 
the bar area that night, was asked to 
testify by the fire and police commission. 


Police Chief Bert Giddens, who or- 


dered the suspension, did not testify, al- 
though he 'had been sworn in as a wit- 
ness. One of Hooten's two attorneys, 
Sherwin Kite, tried to call Giddens as a 


witness near the close of the hearing, but 
changed his mind after vigorous objec- 
tions by Jack Siegel, Giddens' attorney. 


ATTORNEYS FOR both suspended po- 


licemen made a motion at the beginning 
of the hearing asking for dismissal of the 
case because of "improper" notification 
of the charges against their clients. Fred 
Kunik, Hooten's other attorney, said the 
languaage used in the letter of suspen- 
sion was "vage and indefinite " "There's 
no time, no place, no alleged conduct," 
he said. 


The letter made reference to two sec- 


tions of the police department's rules and 
regulations. The first states that a police- 
man may be disciplined for "publicly 
criticizing official actions of the Village 
of Mount Prospect and/or engaging in 
any activity, conversation, deliberation, 


or discussion which is derogatory to the 
Department or any member or policy of 
the Department." 


The second section states an officer 


can be disciplined for "any action or con- 
duct which impedes the Department's ef- 
forts to achieve its goals, or brings dis- 
credit upon the Department." 


Ostling said the commission will con- 


sider the motion in its deliberations. The 
hearing then continued. 


IN HIS OPENING statement, Siegel 


said Giddens ordered the suspensions "in 
the interest of preserving the discipline" 
of the police department. In his closing 
remarks, Siegel said two alternatives 
face the police department and the com- 
mission — either a flood of such hearings 
or "you'll never have any attempt to dis- 
cipline" the police department 


Kunik, in his summary, said "The evi- 


dence is clear that nothing happened." 
Glascock's attorney, John Bickley Jr., a 
former Mount Prospect village trustee, 
said Siegel failed to prove the allegations 
against Glascock and Hooten. Bickley 
also said a proper investigation of the in- 
cident was not conducted but "a hasty 
supervision was performed." 


Bickley told the commission Leonard's 


embarrassment Nov 14 possibly did not 
come from alleged comments made by 
Glascock and Hooten but more likely 
from his being "caught" in a bar with a 
woman prior to the time his shift ended. 
Bickley repeatedly tried to point out that 
Leonard was married at the time of the 
incident Leonard testified he was legally 
separated from his wife at the time.

first 13 days of the program. 


She said the number of rides was

Through the program, persons over 65

first two weeks of the program were for 
shopping. Of the 201 rides, 114 were to 
shopping centers and other stores. Thir- 
ty-eight rides were to another house; 15 
to the bank; 9 to the train station; 7 to 
church; 5 each to the post office and 
meetings; 4 to restaurants- 2 to jobs; 
and one each to the village hall and pub- 
lic library. 


The program "is enabling seniors to 


get out more," said Mrs. Stoga. "It 
seems to be meeting their needs very, 
very well." 


To participate, persons over 65 years 


of age or with a Medicare card should 
call the Prospect Cab Co., 259-3450, to 
arrange for a ride. The Medicare card 
must be presented at the time of the 
ride. At the completion of the ride, the 
rider pays 30 cents and signs a form 
which is turned over to the village for its 
share of the cost.

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Company-owned stations getting more gas: independents 


A Herald Staff Report 


Some local gasoline dealers are charg- 


ing their major oil company suppliers 
vish favoritism in gas allocations to com- 
pany-owned stations, according to a Her- 
ald survey of gasoline retailers. 


Many station owners have said they 


are facing severe cutbacks while com- 
pany stations, often coupled with "mini 
stores" or car washes, are getting a bet- 
ter shake in the distribution of available 
supplies. 


Some dealers said there is serious talk 


of picketing company stations to show 
their displeasure. 


THE PLIGHT OF two independent op- 


erators in the Northwest suburbs in com- 
parison to company operations is, per- 
haps, representative 
of this situation. 


Similar situations were discovered with 
other major oil companies and their 
treatment of independents vs. new com- 
pany-owned outlets. 


William Rizzo, who owns W.K.P. Citgo, 


Des Plaines, has been in business about 
a year-and-a-half, but may be forced out 
in five weeks because he isn't selling 
enough gasoline. The reason he can't sell 
enough is obvious to him: he can't get 
enough. 


"I'm just one of many stations that 


may not get their leases with the com- 
pany renewed. It seems they're going to 
just keep the big pumpers." Rizzo said. 


He says he is receiving about 18.000 


gallons a month. He said the company 
said lie was not selling enough to make it 
worthwhile for them to supply his sta- 
tion, but it is the company itself that lim- 
its him to 111,000 gallons. 


His station has fallen into that grey 


area of "marginal operations" the com- 
panies want to phase out as being un- 
profitable 


"I guess they figure they would rather 


have one guy selling 100,000 gallons a 
month, rather than 10 stations each doing 
10,000 gallons," he said. 


"I don't pretend to know what any one 


else's allotment is, but I don't see any 
'out of gas' signs in front of their 
pumps," Rizzo said. 


COMPANY-OWNED Citgo Quick-Mart, 


in neighboring Park Ridge, is not worry- 
ing about allocations, according to man- 
ager George Abbalte. 


"We get as much gas as we pump," 


Abbatte said, 


He estimated the station, which is open 


15 hours a day, will pump 125,000 gallons 


this, month. He said he gels as much 
gasoline as he needs and does not limit 
purchases by customers. 


He said his operation is not unique. He 


claimed other company stations were not 
being limited either. 


CITGO TELLS another story. 
Regional price co-ordinator for Citgo, 


William Fiffner discounted reports of 
stations being forced out for not meeting 
a set standard. 


"I've never lieaid that one before. I'll 


have to tell our market services about 
it," Fiffner said. 


He said all stations, whether leasee or 


company operated, were allocated on 
"the same relationship." 


"There's no difference" in their treat- 


ment, he said. 


GEORGE WARNER, Citgo's director 


of market services, reacted as did Fiff- 
ner initially, "I haven't heard this," he 
said of easing out the small dealers who 
don't meet the limit. 


He said. "It's all on allocation, both 


leasee and company stations." 


Warner said allocation figures were 


based upon what a particular station sold 
in the same month last year.

Village: racial discrimination 
not at issue, ordinance valid 


The backers of low-and moderate-in- 


come housing near St. Viator High 
School have failed to prove racial dis- 
crimination or overcome the validity of 
the village's zoning ordinance, Arlington 
Heights Village Atty. Jack M, Siegel has 
charged. 


In defense of the village's 1971 decision 


not to redone 15 acres of land east of the 
school for a low-and moderate-income 
housing project. Selgel reiterated that 
zoning is the only issue in the case before 
U.S. District Court Judge Thomas R. 
Meaailcn. 


Key points in his closing remarks sub- 


mitted this week are: 


• N'o rule of law. statute or court deci- 


sion requires rezoning merely because a 
developer wants to build low-and moder- 
ate-income housing. 


• The fact that a zoning ordinance 


makes land expensive does not render 
that ordinance invalid. 


• The fact that a valid zoning decision 


may have a greater impact upon the 
poor than on other segments of society 
does not render a zoning ordinance in- 
valid. 


• The fair Housing Act of 1068 prohi- 


bits discrimination in housing based on 
race, but says nothing with respect to 
poverty. 


"NOT ONLY HAVE the 
plaintiffs 


failed to overcome the presumption of 
validity attaching to the zoning ordiance, 
but tiie evidence is clear that single- 
family zoning class is in all respects 
proper and reasonable." Siegel said. 


He pointed to testimony during the 


trial that the Viatorian land could be de- 
veloped with single-family homes, that it 
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has always been zoned single-family and 
is surrounded by single-family neighbor- 
hoods. 


There was no evidence to indicate any 


discriminatory action on the art of the 
village board, he said. 


"This case does not therefore involve 


an attempt to prevent multi-family de- 
velopment in Arlington Heights and to 
keep blacks or Spanish-speaking persons 
out of the village. 


"As indicated by Pierre de Vise's (a 


noted urbanologist, testimony, the zoning 
ordinance and development in Arlington 
Heights would permit occupancy in ex- 
cess of 3,200 blacks, purely by economic 
calculation under the 1970 Census," Sie- 
gel said, 


DE VISE TESTIFIED during the trial 


that 3,200 blacks in the Chicago area 
were statistically able to buy housing in 
Arlington Heights if the housing market 
were "color-blind." 


Siegel cited numerous other zoning de- 


cisions which, he said, bolstered his con- 
clusions about the propriety of the vil- 
lage board's decision. 


He challenged the standing of the 


plaintiffs in the case, saying that there 
was no evidnece that either of two Hon- 
eywell employes who testified during the 
trial were ever discriminated against or 
had even sought housing in Arlington 
Heights. 


One black employe, he said, owned a 


two-flat in Chicago from which he re- 
ceived rent. A second black worker lived 
with his family in a single-family home 
in Evanston. 


A THIRD PLAINTIFF, a Spanish- 


speaking woman, already occupied a 
single-family home in Arlington Heights 
only 18 blocks from her job, he said. 


The Metropolitan Housing Development 


Corp. has no standing because its con- 
tract to buy the Viator property was con 
ditioned upon obtaining federal subsidies 
which are now suspended. Siegel said. 


The Fair Housing Act requires that 


complaints be filed within 180 days of the 
alleged discrimination, but MHDC filed 
its lawsuit nine months after the village 
board turned down the rezoning, he said 
in his 18-page final brief. 


Since there wee no civil rights viola- 


tions, the proper place to challenge the 
zoning decision would have been the state 
courts, not the federal judiciary, he ar- 
gued. 


"There was no intent on the part of the 


defendant village except that of pre- 
serving the zoning ordinance in accor- 
dance with the village plan," he said. 


FIRE CHIEF Allen Hulett defended his decision to

Officials defend ambulance recall 
4We made Hulett play God': mayor

Elk Grove Village President Charles 


Zettek yesterday said the village board 
put Fire Chief Allen Hulett in the ''un- 
tenable position of having to play God." 


Zettek and Hulett at a press conference 


yesterday faced about 50 reporters and 
TV crew members who bombarded them 
with questions about the circumstances 
of an Elk Grove Township woman's 
death Jan. 6. 


"We told the fire chief to uphold our 


village policy of not providing service to 
unncorporated areas unless it is con- 
tracted for; and then said, but in a life- 
or-death situation you decide what to 
do," Zettek said. 


"We told him, you play God with very 


limited information," Zettek added. 


Zettek had called the conference to al- 


low questioning of Hulett and village offi- 
cials to announce a policy change so that 
people in unincorporated areas will get 
ambulance help on a serve first-bill-lat- 
er basis, and to urge support ot a rural 
aid bill, 


The announcements came in the after- 


math of a tragic story that began with 
the Jan. 6 death of Mrs. Gary fJean) 
Pettee, 36, of 277 Martha St., in unin- 
corporated Elk Grove Township. The 
mother of five, eight months pregnant 
with her sixth child, died of a massive 
blood clot in her lungs. 


PETTEE HAD contracted for fire and 


ambulance service with the Roselle Fire 
Department although he lived just blocks 
from the Elk Grove Village deparment. 
He called Elk Grove police for help when 
his wife collapsed after feeling ill all 
day. 


Elk Grove ambulance tapes released 


Elk Grove Fire Chief Allen Hulett 


knew only that a dying Elk Grove Town- 
ship woman was "having convulsions or 
a miscarriage" when he made the deci- 
sion to recall a village ambulance on the 
way to her home. 


According to tapes of emergency calls 


of the incident played at yesterday's 
press conference. Hulett heard an alarm 
go out for an ambulance to be sent to 277 
Martha "Convulsions" was the medical 
information 
given 
with the 
original 


alarm. 


Twenty-seven seconds later additional 


Zettek said the village called the con- 


ference 
because 
nationwide 
publicity 


since the tragedy has pictured the village 
as turning down a husband's plea for 
help for his dying wife, because that help 
was not paid for in advance. 


Some newsmen yesterday asked Huletl 


if he was placing a dollar value on a 
dying woman's life and if his action in 
recalling the ambulance was deliberate 
to teach people who don't contract for 
service a lesson. 


After Hulett stated he recalled the am- 


bulance and referred the call to Roselle 
according to department policy, a tele- 
vision newscaster asked Hulett, "Is that 
when you said, 'Maybe this will teach 
them to pay their $42 (for protect- 
ion). ' ?" 


Hulett's emphatic denial and agree- 


information came to Hulett from the Elk 
Grove Village Police Department that 
Gary Pettee believed his wife was "hav- 
ing a miscarriage." 


According to the transcripts of the 


tapes, 15 seconds later Hulett recalled 
the ambulance and referred the call to 
Roselle Fire Protection District. The 
transmission to Roselle was: "This is 
Elk Grove Fire Department You have a 
miscarriage at 277 Martha." 


Tapes also were played of Pettee's 


original call for help. After dialing an

menl to take a lie detector test to prove 
his answer were lost in the newscaster's 
comment, "You may well be asked to 
take that test." 


THE QUESTIONS came after tapes 


were played for newsmen of Pettee's 
calls for help and other calls between 
Elk Grove Police, Elk Grove Fire De- 
partment and Roselle Fire Department. 


Zettek said the village has withheld in- 


formation on the tapes until now because 
it did not wish to extend Pettee's grief. 
"We decided to make all facts known to 
end this matter because we feel now 
Chief Hulett's life is being ruined by mis- 
information," said Zettek. 


"The chief made a decision based on 


two 
words, 
'convulsions' 
and 
'mis- 


carriage.' He never heard a man plead- 


ing 'Save my wife, she's dying,' " said 
Zettek. 


Fire Chief Hulett said his recall of the 


ambulance was a routine procedure. "Of 
the 1,966 calls received last year, 108 
were not in our coverage responsibility 
and were relayed, as was the Pettee 
call," he said. 
• 


"I made a decision to relay the Pettee 


call to the Roselle Department. It's a de- 
cision that is made hundreds of times in 
other departments and one we've had to 
make here before, he said. 


ZETTEK SAID the village will no long- 


er argue boundaries or legalities with the 
homeowners in nearby unincorporated 
areas but will serve them on a serve 
now-pay later plan. Charges will be 
based on service rendered, he said. 


Village officials and residents in unin- 


corporated areas have argued over the 
legality of charges for emergency ser- 
vice ever since the area was disannexed 
from the Roselle Fire District when Elk 
Grove formed its own village depart- 
ment. 


Elk Grove Village Atty. Ed Hofert said 


yesterday court orders disannexing the 
area from Roselle dist. directed Elk 
Grove Village "to make fire service only 
available. 
'. 


"We were bound to 'offer' that service 


and have certainly done so, we were not, 
however, ordered or obligated to do so," 
said Hofert.

lage's decision, low-and moderate-in- 
come housing will never be built any- 
where in Arlington Heights, he said. 


MHDC HAS CHARGED the village 


with violation of the 14th Amendment to 
the U.S. Constitution, the Civil Rights 
Act of 1966 and the Fair Housing Act of 
1968. 


"The refusal of the Village of Arlington 


Heights to permit construction of the pro- 
posed development of 190 low-and moder- 
ate-income housing unite must be judged 
in terms of the discriminatory effect of 
that action upon minorities," Caruso 
said. 


The witnesses and evidence presented 


during the six-day trial establishes, Ca- 
ruso claims: 


• "That Arlington Heights is a racially 


segregated community, whose spectacu- 
lar growth in recent years has been lim- 
ited to affluent whites;" 


• "That the proposed development 


would only begin to meet the tremendous 
housing needs of low-and moderate-in- 
come people in the Arlington Heights 
market, a disproportionate number of 
whom are minorities;" 


• "That there is not a single unit of 


subsidized housing in Arlington Heights 
and that unless this development is per- 
mitted, none will be built since there are 
no sites other than the Viatorian proper- 
ty that are available or applicable for 
construction of such housing;" 


• "That village officials and citizens 


alike treated the Lincoln Green proposal 
differently from other multi-family de- 
velopments in Arlington Heights, not be- 
cause of the construction or zoning in- 
volved, but because of the tenants for 
whom MHDC is trying to provide hous- 
ing." 


HE SAID THE EFFECT of the vil- 


lage's decision was discriminatory, be- 
cause it has a disproportionate effect on 
blacks and other minorities. 


"There was a strong emotional reac- 


tion'-with substantial racial overtones in 
the village when the Lincoln Green pro- 
posal was made and discussed," he said, 
citing "racially explicit" letters printed 
in newspapers, petitions by homeowners 
and overflow crowds. 


Backing up the charge that Arlington 


Heights treated Lincoln Green differently 
than other multi-family developments, 
Caruso said that 53 of 60 multi-family- 
zoned parcels in the village adjoin single- 
family housing on at least one side, and 
36 of the zones directly adjoin single-fam- 
ily lot lines. 


Arlington Heights has approved multi- 


family housing next to every high school 
in the village except St. Viator High 
School, he said, 


THE CLOSING statement cites a num- 


ber of previous court decisions on sup- 
port MHDC's allegations. It also seeks to 
establish the legal standing of all the 
plaintiffs in the case. 


In addition to MHDC, the Northwest 


Opportunity Center in Rolling Meadows, 
and several employes of Honeywell, Inc. 
in Arlington Heights are listed as plain- 
tiffs. 


Referring to studies which purport to 


document a growing demand for low-and 
moderate-income housing in the North- 
west suburbs, Caruso argued that com- 
munity need should be considered in zon- 
ing decisions. 


"Zoning out Lincoln Green will be 


consistent not with the general welfare 
but only with the welfare of single-family 
homeowners," he concluded.
